Council OK's transit merger 6-3; 
Chesapealce reconsidersTuesday

Virginia Beach City Council by a 6-3 
vote has adopted a resolution ^proving 
the proposed merger of the Tidewater 
Transportation District Commission and 
the Peninsula Transportation District 
Commission. 

Councilman Don Weeks, who serves 
as a commissioner representing Virginia 
Beach on the TRT commission; and 
councilwoman Barbara Henley. A former 
commission member and Reba Nfc- 
Clanan voted against the resolution. 
Councilmembers Nancy Parker and 
Harold Heischober were absent. 

This makes Virginia Beach the fourth 
of the seven cities that would comprise 
the Hampton Roads Transportation Dis- 
trict Commission (HRTDC) to approve 
the merger. 

Norfolk, Portsmouth and Suffolk have 
already approved the merger and the cities 
of Hampton and Newport News were" ex- 
pected to approve the merger this week 
also. The merger was defeated in Chesa- 
peake last week by a tie vote but the 
issue will be reconsidered next Tuesday. 

Approval of all seven localities is nec- 



essary to allow the merger to proceed. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones said that 
he would vote for approval with mixed 
emotion "Because I really am not happy 
about the manner in which this agree- 
ment has come about, thrust upon us." 

He said he had concerns about the man- 
agement and "the whole idea of merger 
seems to be one in which we are bailing 
them out." 

That is, the TRT is bailing out Pen- 
tran. 

"I think we are really going to be tod 
with a major problem once this action 
takes place." 

He said, however, that he did not have 
an alternative solution to the problem 
and that the city cannot afford to be a 
non-participant and cannot afford to "get 
into our own transit system." 

He asked the commissioners to try to 
constrain "everything that takes pl£K:e 
there." 

The staffs have already been combined 
and Michael Townes, director of Pentran, 
is also serving as acting director of TRT. 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley said 
that the revised wording suggested by 
Virginia Beach improved the allocation 



agreement. The section now reads that 
revenues generated in each participating 
city shall be allocated to that participat- 
ing city unless the governing body de- 
cides otherwise. The revenues originally 
would have gone to the commission to 
allocate. 

Henley said, however, that the the or- 
ganization (Pentran was implied) had a 
loose way of doing business. 

She said that although city attorney 
Leslie Lilley said that the cost allocation 
agreement was the most important part 
of the agreements, and that its provisions 
would protect the city, this year's budget 
was already approved and that did not take 
action from the Virginia Beach council. 

She said that she did not think Virginia 
Beach citizens had the protection they 
needed and that the provisions could have 
been tightened down. 

"I don't advocate starting our own sys- 
tem," she said, but wanted to "make cer- 
tain that each of the cities was ixotected 
in a better fashion." 

Councilwoman Margaret Eure pointed 
out that under the agreements, TRT and 
Pentran can't raise taxes widi the consent 
of the localities and that the merger offi- 



cials accepted all of the recommendations 
made by Virginia Beach. 

Vice Mayor William D. Sessoms Jr., 
who serves as a TRT commissioner, said 
that there are management issues out 
there, that employees have been asked to 
put their names under their complaints 
and that the two individuals appointed by 
the transit administration to hear com- 
plaints were responsible community 
members. 

He said that the issues addressing man- 
agement must be dealt with by the com- 
mission and the director. 

He said he and Weeks are united in see- 
ing we demand good management. 

He said transportation needs are critical 
for the city and the region and that "we 
must do a better job and get additional 
funds." 

The merger problems were intensified 
by the reemergence of the highly contro- 
versial light rail project and the apparent 
rejection of Virginia Beach to light rail 
from Norfolk to the beach. Weeks is one 
of the most vociferous opponents of 
light rail and has tri«lto stop on spend- 
ing on light rail studies. 



Three's a charm — maybe. Sailor 
will attempt third try at Worrell 1000 



Perseverence is key for local 
man's efforts to finish race

The huge waves, frigid temperatures 
and dangerous currents of the Atlantic 
Ocean await Hans Meijer this weekend 
when the Virginia Beach resident partici- 
pates in his third Worrell 1000 race. 

The 38-year-old fadierof two will u^v- 
el the 1,000 miles from Fort Laudeixlale, 
Fla. to Virginia Beach in a two-hull cata- 
maran dubbed Pomodoro hoping that he 
and partner Brian Lambert can not only 
finish the grueling event, but place in the 
top three. 

Two years ago, Meijer was forced to 
dropout with 900 miles completed when 
his mast broke near the Cape Hatteras, 
N.C. checkpoint, one of 1 1 in the jour- 
ney. Misfortune befell Meijer again in 
1998 when, with just five miles to go, 
the front cross beam shattered. 

Meijer is enthusiastic about his 
chances in the 1999 race, which starts 
Sunday at 10 a.m., though thoroughly 
aware of the competition he's facing. 

Randy Smyth, who won two Olympic 
silver medals in the catamaran event, is 
going for his fifth Worrell 1000 victory, 
and the Australian duo of Brett Dryland 
and Rod Waterhouse are expected to be 
among the leaders. 

"I think that third place would be very 
good," said Meijer, who sells automation 
control equipment for Norfolk-based 
Electrical Equipment Co. when he's not 
on the water. 

"It's hard to overcome the experience 
these guys have. 



"We have to finish the Worrell 1000," 
he said. "I don't want to be sitting in my 
rocking chair not having completed 
something I started." 

Meijer started racing as a 16-year-old 
high school student in Hong Kong. The 
South China Sea gave him the inspira- 
tion to continue into adulthood. 

The two-hulled catamarans Meijer races 
now are larger than the boats of his 
youth.. Pomodoro weigh 400 pounds and 
is capable of speeds of about 28 mph. 

It takes a steady hand and a clear head 
to stay afloat in the Atlantic. 

"There is the physical and mental chal- 
lenge of sailing a catamaran a thousand 
miles," Meijer said. "The second part is 
being thrown against the elements. You 
can sail a thousand miles if you doit on 
your own schedule and the weather is 
nice. Here, we do it come Hell or high 
water. 

"The third part is the competition," he 
said. "You sail against the very best 
sailors, and you do it under these condi- 
tions." 

After leaving Fort Lauderdale, Meijer 
and Lambert will make stops in Jensen 
Beach, Fla. (May 9); Cocoa Beach, Fla. 
(May 10); Daytona Beach, Fla. (May 
11); Jacksonville Beach, Fla. (May 12); 
Tybee Island, Ga. (May 13); Isle of 
Palms, S.C. (Mayl4-I5); Myrtle Beach, 
S.C. (May 16); Wrightsville Beach, 
N.C. (May 17); Atlantic Beach, N.C. 
(May 18); Cape Hatteras (May 19); and 
Kill Devil Hills, N.C. (May 20) before 
arriving back in Virginia Beach on May

21, tentatively between 3 p.m. and 6 
p.m. 

All that awaits the winner is a trophy, 
but that could all change next year, ac- 
cording to race sponsor Michael Worrell, 
who's hoping to line up a corporate 
sponsor and a $1 million check to the 
winners. 

"It's a long shot, but that's what we're 
shooting for," he said. 

Worrell also said he's currently in ne- 
gotiations with a major boat manufactur- 
er — he wouldn't say which — who 
would provide boats free of charge to any 
team entered in next year's Worrell 1(XX). 



With that incentive, Worrell is hoping 
to make the race a world class event. 
Competitors normally spend between 
$25,000 and $40,000 to compete in die 
Worrell 1000. 

'To come from overseas and ship boats 
here is not only an expensive undeitak- 
ing, it's not done in sailing very often," 
Worrell said. "If we can provide the boats 
in Fort Lauderdale, the foreign teams can 
fly in and they're set to go. 

"We're ready to carry this to the next 
level, and the next level is an internation- 
al field with a major cash prize," he said.

Every second counts 

Every 53 seconds someone in the United 
States experiences a stroke, and every 3.3 
minutes someone dies from one. 

Each year about 600,000 people suffer a 
new or recurrent stroke. 

Stroke is the third leading cause of death 
behind diseases of the heart and cancer. It is 
a leading cause of serious, long-term 
disability. 

During May. Stroke Awareness Month, the 
American Heart Association wants everyone to 
know that when it comes to treating this 
medical emergency, every second counts. The 
month's theme is "Stroke is a Medical 
Emergency — Call 911!" 

Prevention and knowing the warning signs of 
a "brain attack" are the best defense against 
strokes. 

The warning signs include: 

■ Sudden numbness or weakness of face, 
arm or leg, especially on one side of the body. 

■ Sudden confusion, trouble speaking or 
understanding. 

■ Sudden trouble seeing in one or both 
eyes. 

■ Sudden trouble walking, dizziness, loss of 
balance or coordination. 

■ Sudden severe headaches with no known 
cause. 

Every second is crucial when these 
symptoms present themselves. An immediate 
call to 9 11 is crucial because treatment can 
be more effective if given quickly. Early 
detection and immediate treatment of stroke 
may prevent some brain injury. Tissue 
plasminogen activator (TPA), a drug that may 
help reduce disability from stroke, must be 
administered within three hours after the 
onset of stroke s)miptoms to be most effective. 

What is a stroke? It is very similar to a heart 
attack. Strokes occur when a blood vessel 
bringing oxygen and nutrients to the brain 
bursts or is clogged by a blood clot of some 
other particle. This rupture or blockage 
keeps pa- . of the brain from getting its 
necessary oxygen. Without oxygen, the nerve 
cells can't function and die within minutes. 

Sometimes a major stroke is preceded by a 
series of "mini" strokes days, weeks or even 
months beforehand. These temporary strokes 
result when a blood clot or other particle 
temporarily clogs an artery and part of the 
brain doesn't get the supply of oxygen that it 
needs. Mini-strokes do not cause permanent 
damage but are a warning sign and can be 
treated with drugs tKat keep clots from 
forming. 

Stroke is largely preventable by practicing 
healthy lifestyle habits that reduce the risk of 
heart disease and stroke. They include 
controlling hi^ blood pressure, maintaining 
healthy blood cholesterol levels, eating foods 
low in saturated fat and cholesterol, being 
physically active, maintaining a healthy 
weight, stopping smoking and getting regular 
medical checkups. 

Stroke doesn't have to be a hopeless 
situation. Many treatments and rehabilitative 
therapies can help stroke survivors and their 
families recover and cope. Even after a 
stroke, survivors can still enjoy happy, 
activity-filled lives. 

The American Heart Association's Stroke 
Connection program provides resources and 
support to survivors, their families and 
caregivers. It makes it possible for those 
affected by stroke to get help from those who 
have also been affected by it. Support is vital 
to recovery.

Judge failed in his responsibility ^o schools, teachers 



Editor: 

Schools must not tolerate student behaviors which 
jeopardize the safety and physical well-being of otl^r 
children and school employees. In exercising our 
mutual responsibility for the education of each child, 
school administrators and school boards serve as the 
practical advocates of the rights and well-being of 
young people served in the schools. 

Despite the difficult task of finding balance in 
sometimes conflicting responsibilities, several basic 
commitments must reflect our joint responsibility to 
each child as well as to all children and school 
employees. Each and all have a right to school 
environments free from serious disruption. 

Every failure by responsible adults, whether a 
parent, a public service provider or the judicial 
system, is a setback for each and all. 

On Wednesday, April 28, Juvenile Court Judge 
Bruce Kushner failed in his responsibilities in the 
sentencing of a 14-year-old Oscar Smith High School 
student convicted of the felony malicious wounding 
of first-year teacher Therese Adams. If this student 
had been tried as an adult he could have received up to 
20 years in prison for the crime he committed. 

Under the Juvenile Court System, Judge Kushner 
had several options to consider in this case. He could 
have placed the student on suspended commitment, 
which means immediate detention if other problems 
occur. The next level of punishment is a Post D 
commitment to a juvenile detention center for up to 
six months. 

The maximum sentence is a commitment to the 
Virginia Department of Juvenile Justice; the minor is 
sent to a regional diagnostic center for evaluation and 
incarceration. 

Apparently, Judge Kushner concluded that this 
vicious attack against a public school teacher did not 
warrant a more serious sentence. Probation, 



community service and family counseling does not 
send a so-ong enough message that assaulting school 
employees will not be tolerated. 

The U.S. Department of Edw;ation reports that, in 
1996-97, two percent of school principals indicated 
that physical abuse of teachers was a serious « 
moderate problem. From 1992 to 1996 teachers woe 
victims of 1,581,000 nonfatal crimes at school, 
including 962,000 thefts and 619,000 violent crimes 
(rape, sexual assault, robbery and appravated and 
simple assault). 

This translated to about 316,000 nonfatal crimes 
per year over this five-yearperiod. Middle and junior 
high school teachers were more likely to be victims 
of violent crime, most of which were simple 
assaults. High school teachers were more likely to be 
victims of violent crime, most of which were simple 
assaults. High school teachers were more likely to be 
victims of violent crime then elementary teachers. 

Violent behaviors by young people in school 
buildings cannot be isolated from the increasing 
violence in the homes and communities where these 
young people grow up. A growing percentage of 
families who are either unwilling or unable to 
provide personal value and support systems results in 
large numbers of young people arriving at the 
schoolhouse door in distress. 

Our society traditionally had held parents 
accountable for the welfare of their children related to 
shelter, clothing, food, medical care and school 
attendance. It may now be necessary for our society 
to find new ways to assure that parents provide these 
basic legal obligations, as well as assure that they 
accept responsibility for assisting their children in 
reaching maturity with some standard of personal and 
social responsibility.

intended for families of children who 
are presently in the DARE program 
and any other interested adults. 

The focus was on developing bet- 
ter skills to interact with children, 
learning about peer pressure and iden; 
tifying signs of potential substance 
abuse and violence or potential for 
violence in the community. The in- 
formation is so important that I think 
it would be good for all of us to know 
and benefit from. 

The next three issues of this col- 
umn will deal with some of the things 
taught at those seminars. 

Session one's topic was "Effective 
Communication" 

This session emphasized how to 
use communication effectively in 
order to develop a strong family foun- 
dation. This information is adapted 
from the U.S. Department of Health 
and Human Services, Public Health 
Service, NIAAA. 

■ Timing: Choose a time and a 
place conducive to good communi- 
cation. Give your full attention to the 
child. Be sure to focus .on listening 
and avoid giving personal views or 
feelings. (Example: Do not compete 
with the radio or television. If pos- 
sible, choose a neutraPsite. Allow 
sufficient time). 

■ Verbal (7 percent): To be effec- 
tive, sometimes the fewest words 
work best. Rephrase thechild's com- 
ments to show understanding. This 
technique is called reflective'listen- 
ing; it allows the adult to act as a 
sounding board for the child. The 
adult listens as the child vents. 

The adult then rephrases the child' s 
coiranents to clarify the child's feel- 
ings. 

This allows the child to openly 
express thoughts and feelings. (Ex- 
ample: "It sounds as though you are 
really upset about not being invited 
to the skating party.") No judgments 
or remarks are made. When asking 
questions, ask the right ones. 

Try not to use interrogation meth- 
ods, blaming or challenging. Having 
the child feel comfortable and secure 
is important so that he/she can fee! 
free to come to you in bad times as 
well as in good times. Show respect 
for the child's feelings, opinions and 
viewpoints. (Example: "That's inter- 
esting," 'Tell me more," "It sounds 
great!" "You seem to be disap- 
pointed," "That was important to 
your*). 

■Toneof voice (38 percent): Pitch 
and inflection emphasize emotions 
and intent, e.g., h^py, disappointed, 
angry, sarcastic and other emotions. 
;Example: "I'm so excited for you! 
You must be so proud!"). 

■ Nonverbal (45 to 55 percent): 
Nonverbal communication may 
sometimes speak louder than words. 

How often have we told a child to 
"Do as I say, not as I do?" (Example, 
People light a cigarette while telling 
children not to smoke). When telling 
a child expected behaviors, also show 
or demonstrate it to them. (Example: 
Say "I love you" while you hug them. 
Instead of "Sure I love you, I'm your 



parent, I shouldn't have to show 
you.") 

Watch your child's face and body 
language. Do the words match their 
facial expressions and body move- 
ments? (Example: Does he/she say it 
doesn't bother him/her, but hold his/ 
her head down or look away?) 

Watch adult body language. (Ex- 
ample: Do you say you are listening 
while you're reading the newspaper? 
Your voice says "yes," your body 
language says "no.") 

Give nonverbal support and en- 
couragement. Be aware of space and 
gestures. Use direct eye contact. A 
smile, a hug, a wink, a pat tm the 
shoulder, nodding your head or reach- 
ing for your child's hand. 

■ Ending - One needs to withhold 
evaluations/assumptions. Most chil- 
dren just want someone to listen. 
They often know what they should 
do or should not do. If they want 
advice, take time and help them work 
through it. 

Avoid giving them an ouuight so- 
lution. Ask questions like, "What do 
you think?" or "How do you feel 
about it?" It may take some time, but 
children learn effectively by self-dis- 
covery. Self-discovery gives children 
a sense of ownership, therefore, the 
responsibility to see the problem is 
resolved. 

■ Respond (controlled versus re- 
act (over-emotional). How you react 
or respond to a situation may set the 
tone for further conversations. To 
over-react may indicate a loss of 
emotions and control. This makes it 
difficult to handle situations prop- 
erly. A cooling off period may be 
necessary before continuing the talk. 
When two people argue, no one can 
effectively listen and respond. 

■ Plan an action or alternative. 
What is the outcome? (New rules, 
discipline, just listening?) Again, the 
more the child can participate in the 
decision, the more ownership he/she 
has and the more likely a change of 
behavior or attitude will occur and 
remain. End with a hug or a positive 
note. 

One of the keys to effective com- 
munication is the skill of active lis- 
tening. This skill requires great pa- 
tience and practice. Only when this 
skill is practiced can communication 
be effective.

Up close and personal 
Susan M. (Bnmo-Co?c: Persistence pays off

Susan M. Brimo-Cox calls her career a 
"natural progression," one that has gone 
from newsroom to marketing to public rela- 
dons. 

Now she's reaping the rewards as a suc- 
cessful account executive with Barker 
Campbell Farley and Mansfield (BCF&M), 
one of the Southeast's leading advertising 
and public relations firms. 

A native of Philadelphia, she's called 
Hampton Roads home twice: in the early 
'80s and since 1989. Her husband's four-year 
tour of duty in Hawaii took the couple away 
from here briefly. 

Brimo-Cox is glad she's back. After re- 
turning to the area, she worked in marketing 
for Rose and Krueth Realty until joining 
BCF&M about a year and a half ago — and 
she's already taken home awards for her 
work there. 

Last month she received two awards from 
the Virginia Press Women in the statewide 
organization's annual communications com- 
petition. Brimo-Cox's media kit and series 
of press releases for client Luitpold Pharma- 
ceuticals earned first- and second-place 
honors respectively. 

The recognized entries were part of the 
company's campaign to promote Adequan 
Canine, an osteoarthritis treatment for dogs. 
Brimo-Cox's success in the competitive 
advertising/public relations field comes 
partly from her past job experiences. She 
learned something in each which has bene- 
fited her current profession. 

"In Philadelphia I was too small a fish in 
too big a pond," she said. "This area 
seemed liked it would offer opportunities. I 
got into radio here. Most of my career here 
was at WNIS, where I was a news editor 
and wound up doing a talk show in the 
morning." 

When Brimo-Cox and her husband, 
William Lloyd Cox Jr., moved to Hawaii in 
1985 she continued along those lines as a 
journalist, morning news editor and anchor. 

"It was fun — I enjoyed the news business 
a lot. When we came back here I did some 
freelance work for about a year and them 
had an opportunity to work in public rela- 
tions. I thought, 'Why not? A lot of public 
relations professionals are formal 
journalists.' In news you report the who, 
what, why and how. In public relations you 
provide reporters with the who, what, why 
and how, but also add some perspective to 
it," she explained. 

Although public relations help shape the 
perceptions of people, places and things, 
Brimo-Cox said there are many misconcep- 
tions about the field. 

"It's a lot more than just writing press re- 
leases and organizing and throwing parties 
and special events. There are components of 
crisis management, strategic marketing 
planning, public affairs — all those kinds of 
things. Some people might include lobby- 
ing, community relations, legislative rela- 
tions. It's pretty much whatever entails two- 
way communications between businesses ot 
organizations and communities." 

Brimo-Cox feels one of the biggest chal- 
lenges facing the public relations industry is 
getting clients to understand the value of 
the PR practitioner's work. 

"I think a lot of times businesses under- 
stand advertising and marketing more than 
public relations. PR isn't free advertising — 
there still is a cost and value to what we do. 
There's additional mileage and credibility 
in the messages we can get out," she said. 

A resident of Thalia Manor, Brimo-Cox 
shared her "secrets of success" as a profes- 
sional PR practitioner: "versatility, persis- 
tence, a sense of wonder and mentoring." 

She enjoys working with the firm's interns 
and young people in general. A former Girt 
Scout, she also served as a Scout leader. 
Understandably, her outside interests are 
centered on the out-of-doors: nature photog- 
raphy, hiking and exploring parks. 

Her interest in the outdoors are evident by 
memberships in the Rails to Trails Conser- 
vance. The Nature Conservancy, Appalachi- 
an Trail Conference and National Rifle As- 
sociation. 

Brimo-Cox attends St. Nicholas Catholic 
Church and is a member of the Public Rela- 
tions Society of America. She has served as 
a local chapter board member of the latter 
since 1997. She is also immediate past pres- 
ident and current board member of the "Tide- 
water Board of Communicating Arts. 

She holds a bachelor's degree in fine arts 
from Wilkes University, as well as a BA in 
political science from the University of 




Hawaii-West Oahu College. She completed 
her master's degree in communications at 
Norfolk State University.

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serves as a microscope and the 
image is shown on a large screen 
television. Even the tiniest sea 
creature is impressive under the 
flex cam. 

A short distance away from the 
center, lies a wonderland of dunes, 
grasses, beach and bay waiting to 
be explored and savored. On the 
other side of road, lies woods, 
marshes and camping cabins. The 
total size of the park is 2,770 
acres. 

Nineteen miles of nature trails 
are marked, and the park has set up 
a full schedule of summer activities 
for visitors. 

Mayor Meyera Oberadorf is ex- 
cited about the potential of the park 
and called it "a day's vacation" 
where residents could spend a vaca- 
tion day in their own city. 

She indicated that although she 
recognizes ecotourism as the "wave 
of the future," caring for and main- 
taining the environment is vital to 
any civilization. 

"A healthy environment is criti- 
cal to a healthy economy," she 
said. 

Fred Adams, local chairman of 
the Sierra Club, also was pleased 
with the new facilities, and he was 
pleased so many officials were in- 
volved. 

"It's the kind of facility that en- 
courages people to get out and 
enjoy nature," he said. "It is le- 
markable to see so many political 
leaders come together on a day like 
today, we'd like to see the same 
kind of thing happen at Stumpy 
Lake." 

Other political leaders who shared 
in the ceremony were Native Amer- 
icans. Several chiefs were intro- 
duced and many helped in the 
ribbon-cutting ceremony. — quite 
a contrast from 392 years ago, 
when two settlers were wounded in 
an encounter with the Indians. 

Although the land is not like it 
was (with thousands of acres of 
corn and maize) when inhabited 
solely by the Native Americans, 
tribal officials are pleased they are 
recognized today. 

'This is great," said Chief Bany 
Bass of the Nansemond Tribe, 
"but it brings mixed emotions.

It's taken us almost 400 years to 
adapt. But it's good to feel like 
we're a part of society again." 

Bass said that although Native 
Americans still don't have a lot of 
say in governmental affairs, they 
are notified about environmental is- 
sues. However, their conflicts are 
far from resolved. The Nuise- 
monds have joined the fight against 
a proposed reservoir on the King 
William Reservation. 

"It's all about water rights," 
Bass explained. "Whoever controls 
the water, controls development in 
the area." 

First Landing State Park was 
constructed in the early 1930s by 
the Civilian Conservation Corp. 
(CCC) along with five other state 
parks. 

Some of the original cabins are 
standing and available for rent. In 
1965, the park's natural area was 
included in the National Register of 
Natural Landmarks because of its 
distinction as the northernmost lo- 
cation of the East Coast where sub- 
tropical and temperate plants grow 
and thrive together.

the men and women who are re^n- 
sible for their financial success in the 
first place? Far too many of them 
spent the last decade closeting them- 
selves in their board rooms, counting 
profits and devising new schemes to 
cut overhead even more by decreas- 
ing wages and benefits to enhance 
their bottom line. 

The typical employer today has no 
more social consciousness than did 
the feudal aristocracy of old. It ds 
considered good business practice to 
exploit the workforce to the greatest 
extent possible to squeeze out every 
last penny of potential profit. 

Layoffs, downsizing and shifting 
to a temporary workforce to avoid 
paying benefits is touted as sound 
business acumen and companies who 
engage in such practices are quickly 
rewarded by a skyrocket rise in share- 
holder profits on the stock exchange. 

So to those who would like to live 
again in a safe and secure America 
where children learn moral values 
from the attentive care of a concemeq 
parent, I say "Put your money where 
your mouth is." If you want a society 
that has middle-class values, you have 
to be willing to pay middle-class sala- 
ries and benefits sufficient to support 
a single breadwinner family life. 

That means putting the teeth back 
into our labor laws to return equity to 
those who work a 40-hour week. It 
means getting tough on and regulat- 
ing big business to break up the mo- 
nopolistic practices that dominate 
every major sector of our ^onomy. 

But, most of all, it means that every 
employer, small or large, who is un- 
willing to provide a livable wage, 
health care, family leave and pension 
security to his or her workforce (all 
benefits tNy always secure for their 
own families) should be socially os- 
truized for the pariah he or she really 
is. 

A rebellious son of a carpenter 
look^ at his own "gilcted age" soci- 
ety 2,000 years ago and said it better 
than anyone has before or since — 
"Do unto others as you would have 
them do unto you." 

In today's worid that iwans "If 
you would have sufficient income for 
your labor, time to raise your chil- 
dren and pension and health care |»o- 
tection for your families, give to those 
who labor for you." 

Those who refuse to do so are not 
worthy of the admiration or even the 
respect of the community they hold 
themselves up to as nKxtels.

The park's constructed trail, a 
combination of wooden decking 
and crushed gravel surfaces, skirts 
the northern edge of the wetland 
and provides a scenic pedestrian 
path through this natural area.

Council adopts budgets; school tech 
funding against Spore's recommendation

Against the advice and recommendation 
of City Manager James K. Spore City 
Council Tuesday approved a plan for 
funding the city's $1.5 annual share of 
the $32 million school technology pro- 
gram that will change the council/School 
Board revenue sharing formula. 

While the $1.5 million was a small 
part of the $1,067, 102.358 operating bud- 
get adopted Tuesday by a unanimous vote 
of council, budget discussions in recent

weeks centered on how the city would 
come up with $ 1 .5 million a year for the 
next eight years for a total of $12 mil- 
lion to meet council's commitment to 
the School Board. 

The School Board committed itself to 
provide the remaining funds for the pro- 
gram. 

Except for the upcoming fiscal year 
when the $1.5 million will be taken 
from the 1999 ending fund balance, the 
council decidedto add .58 percent of the 
city's estimated real estate tax revenues 



over real estate tax revenues currently 
provided to the schools under the revenue 
sharing formula to provide $1.5 million 
annually to fund the t«:hnology program. 

This represents a break in the revenue 
sharing formula which guarantees the 
schools 53.13 percent of a number of the 
city's most dependable revenue sources 
including the real estate tax.

974-unit adult community OK'd In Princess Anne

Conditional rezonings and a conditional 
use permit granted by City Council 
Tuesday will make it possible for Bay- 
mark Coiporation to construct a 974-unit 
adult community and signature golf 
course in a transition area which buffers 
the south end rural area of the city from 
the more developed area. 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley, who 
represents the Princess Anne District 
wherethe site, 419.8 acresof land, is lo- 
cated, opposed the applications because, 
she said, it did not comply with the com- 
prehensive land use plan. The property is 
bordered by Indian River Road, West 
Neck Road and North Landing Road. 

Henley said the comprehensive plan is 
very specific in that the transition aneas 
should primarily be devoted to open 
space. She said that the emphasis on resi- 
dential development should be secMKiary 
and that if this were the case she would 
have no objections to the project which 
includes an 18-hole Arnold Palmer golf 
cour% in «ldition to the residential active 
iKlults-only community for persons 55 
years and oWq-. 

She said that this is not a (fevetopn^nt 
where housing is secondary. She said that 
if the number of units were half, she 



would have no objections to the applica- 
tions. "We're setting a poor policy here," 
she said. 

She said that the city'would be giving 
people over 55 twice the density. "Just 
because people don't have children, can 
we give them twice the density." 

Henley, Mayor Meyera Obemdorf and 
councilwoman Nancy Parker voted again- 
st the applications. Councilwoman Reba 
McClanan abstained. 

Residents of the Indian River Planta- 
tion and Courthouse Estates have en- 
dorsed the development. 

City Planning Director Robert Scott 
said that the development is different in 
that it will consist of a number of vil- 
lages with inlcmalized commercial devel- 
opment, eliminating some of the traflic 
on the roads. He said that the housing 
will support the golf course. 

Making the applications more attrac- 
tive was the develqwr'splan to build the 
golf course, which will be built on 175 
acres, first. 

Henley said that almost 1 ,(XX) nesicten- 
tial units are being proposed although no 
infrastructure has been proposed to serve 
tlK development. 

She said that North Landing Ro^ is a 
major problem although there are no 
plans to improve North Landing «■ W^ 



Neck and Indian River Roads. She said 
also there are no checks and balances that 
a certain number of units have to be sold 
before building starts. 

Edward Bourdon, attorney representing 
the applicant, said that this area is difier- 
ent from the rest of the transition area be- 
cause of what's there — chiefly Indian 
River Plantation and Courthouse Estates. 
Councilman Linwood Branch III said 
that the development will have no impact 
on the school system, that residents will 
be able to shop within the community 
and get other services. He said that golf 
contributes $24.4 billion in industrial 
benefits country-wide. 

Henley said that roads will have to be 
built. 

In more action in the southern part of 
the city, council deferred for two weeks 
an application of Robert G. and Donna 
S, Brewer for a change of zoning from 
AG-2 agricultural district to coiKUtional 
B-IA limited community business district 
on a 3.9 m^ site located north of North 
Landing Road east of George Mason 
Drive. 

Also r»]UKtedis a use permit to build 
a mini-storage facility on the site. 

The site is located to the rear of the 
post office and and is locate west of the 
Municipal Center. Also in the vicinity 



.ill be the city jail and the proposed ju- 
venile detention facility. 

Edward Bourdon, representing the ap- 
plicants, said that the building will be 
faced in brick on all sides ami heavil} 
landscaped. 

Henley said that an office building may 
be the best use, but the juvenile (kten- 
tion center location has imposed limita 
tions on the site. She said it might he 
unrealistic to think "we're going to at 
tract a high level office building next to a 
detention center and a post office. 

She said the Brewers, who live in a res 
idence .iJji.ining the site .ind built the 
restaurant Brewers' East, have been a real 
asset. Henley said her chief concern is the 
appearance of the building. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan said 
she agreed it might not be the most desir- 
able use. but will be the best use provid- 
ed they use the best landscaping. She said 
she wantalto maintain the high standad 
in the area. 

The planning staff recommended-denial. 
but the Planning Commission by a 6-5 
v«e lecommendal afpx^val. 

Councilwoman Margaret Eurc said she 
objected to the straight walls Council- 
man W.W, Harrison and Vice Mayor 
William D, Sessoms Jr abstained in the 
9-0 vrte for cteferral.

TORNADO SEASON 

Know the facts and prepare 

By now most people have seen footage of the 
devastating tornadoes that ripped through 
Oklahoma and Kansas last week. These forces 
of nature can be described in three words: 
spectacular, awesome, deadly. 

Virginia residents, however, shouldn't be 
lulled Into a false sense of security that such 
weather can't happen here. It can and has. 

In 1996, 24 tornadoes were reported in 
Virginia, four times the average of six per 
year. In 1993, 18 tornadoes struck the state 
in one day — killing four people and injuring 
more than 200 in Petersburg, Hopewell and 
Colonial Heights, And last year in Hampton 
Roads, "waterspouts" — tornadoes over water 

— were front page news. 

According to the National Weather Service 
(NWS), tornadoes can hit anywhere at any 
time. Typically, however, tornado season is 
April through October with twisters striking 
between 3 and 9 p.m. Always born out of 
sever thunderstorms, tornadoes can be 
stationary or moving. 

When severe thunderstorms threaten, the 
NWS advises people to watch the sky and pay 
close attention to weather advisories. 

Knowing simple safety rules and taking 
immediate action can save your life: 

■ The best shelter from a tornado is a 
basement. If you don't have one. go to a room 
without windows nearest the center of the 
house or the lowest level of the house. 

■ Avoid windows. Opening windows to 
equalize pressure is ineffective in reducing 
damage during a tornado. 

■ Mobile homes are extremely unsafe. Seek 
shelter elsewhere. 

■ If caught in an open building like a 
shopping mall, go into the restroom. 

■ If outside when a tornado strikes, try to 
find shelter immediately In the nearest 
substantial building. If no buildings are close, 
lie flat in a ditch or other ground depression. 

■ If in a vehicle, get out and try to find 
shelter. A bridge, underpass, culvert or ditch 
can all provide shelter. 

Know the facts and be prepared. — V.E.H.

Stronger message should have been 

Editor: 

We have all chosen our profession based on a 
strong desire to serve, to work with young people in 
a positive way and ultimately to make a difference in 
our community and our world. We have the desire to 
educate and shape the lives of the young persons 
entrusted to us so that they may become productive 
citizens as well as future leaders. However, we must 
have the support, respect and cooperation of our 
legislators, students, parents and community to 
accomplish these goals. 

Regrettably, the very tools we need to be effective 
are being taken from us. We need your assistance in 
regaining the respect, authority, support and, 
unfortunately, the protection we need to successfully 
perform our task. Please help us to inform the public 
that stronger legislation is needed to protect us and 
our ability to educateour young people in a safe and 
secure environment. 

On Wednesday, April 28 a sentencing hearing was 
held for a 14-year-old Oscar Smith High School 
freshman who, in anger, chose to violently attack his 
science teacher. He slid a wristwatch down over his 
knuckles and struck the teacheracross the face. This 
impulsive young man received probation and 50 
hours of community service. The first-year teacher 
who was assaulted has experienced broken facial 
bones, extensive facial surgery, emotional trauma, 
loss of work and a thoroughly-disrupted family life. 
Extensive dental surgery is scheduled. Her ordeal is 
still not over. 

Becauscof this young man's actions, we may have 
lost a highly-qualified teaching professional ^xj 
colleague. Mrs. (Therese)Adams, prior to this event, 
was dedicated to making a difference in the lives of 
her students. She was vibrant, enthusiastic and caring 
in her interactions with students and staff. Both she 
and her husband worked and sacrificed so that she 
could pursue her dream of being a teacher. In less 
than five minutes an angry student took all that away 
by making a very poor choice. Most regrettably, the 
sentence received reaffirmed this student' s decision by 
offering no real consequences for the young man's 
behavior. 

While this attack has had a profound effect on Mrs. 
Adams and her family, the attack and the response to 
it also stand to have an extremely negative effect on 
the teaching community throughout the Hampton 
Roads area. Our judicial system has just sent the 
message that punishment for assaulting a teacher will 
be limited at best. Because of the outcome of this 
case we no longer have peace of mind, a sense of 
security or a believe in the system that is supposed 
to protect us. In light of the recent tragedies in 
schools across our country, one would hope that a 
much stronger message would have been sent. 

It has been suggested to us, as we prepared and 
circulated this letter, that the judge was following the 
established guidelines. However, a judge is chai]^ 
with interpreting the guidelines as appropriate to the 
case. Because of the violent and heinous nature of the

assault, we strongly believe that a sterner sentence 
was warranted. While it may have been a first 
offense, it was a vicious one. 

The judge could have placed the student on 
Suspended Commitment, which means immediate 
detention if other problems occur. The next level of 
punishment is Post D Commitment to a Juvenile 
Detention Center for up to six months. The 
maximum sentence is commitment to the Virginia 
Department of Juvenile Justice; the minor is sent to 
a Regional Diagnostic Center for evaluation aid 
incarceration. Does it take a student or educator dying 
order to get an appropriate response to dangerous 
behavior? 

Our General Assembly recently passed legislation 
that begins to required greater consequences for 
assaults on teachers. House Bill 2445, addresses the 
battery of a teacher, principal, assistant principal or 
guidance counselor and provides for a mandatory 
minimum sentenceof 15 days in jail, two days of 
which shall not be suspended in whole or in part aid 
six months' mandatory incarceration if a gun is used. 
Gov. Jim Gilmore has not yet signed this 
legislation. He has until May 7, to do so. While 
passing this legislation could begin to move our 
judicial system in the right direction, this bill still 
fails to protect teacher assistants, security guards and 
other educational employees. 

During this General Assembly session legislators 
also reviewed Senate Bill No. 769 that would have 
established tougher penalties for harming an animal 
that those currently in effect for assaulting a teacher. 
The bill did not pass. At present, harming an animal 
and assaulting a teacher are both Class I 
misdemeanors. By law, the same penalty could be 
administered in either case. Does it seem odd to 
anyone that our legislators would consider 
establishing stronger penalties for harming an animal 
than for assaulting a teacher? 

The U.S. Department of Education reports that, in 
1996-97, two percent of school principals indicated 
that physical abuse of teachers was a serious or 
moderate problem. From 1992 to 1996 teachers were 
the victims of 1,581,000 nonfatal crimes at school, 
including 962,000 thefts and 619,000 violent crimes 
(rape, sexual assault, robbery and aggravated and 
simple assault). This translated to about 316,000 
nonfatal crimes per year over this 5-year period. 
Middle and junior high school teachers were nwre 
likely to be victims of violent crimes, most of which 
were simple assaults. High school teachers were 
more likely to be the victims of violent crime than 
elementary teachers. 

We urge all persons who are concerned for school 
safety to contact your legislators and Gov. Gilmore 
to seek stronger legislation which provides harsher 
mandatory penalties for assaulting educational 
employees. By doing so, you will help us to provicte 
a safer environment for students and staff.

This week's topic is drug abuse 
prevention, birth through eight years. 
This session 
provides an 
awareness of 
safety mea- 
sures which 
can be used in 
the home to 
reduce the 
likelihood of 
dangerous 
exposure to 
drugs. 

How to 
raise self-es- 
teem: 

■ Help 
your child set 
realistic 
goals. Not 
everyone is 
an "A" stu- 
dent or can be 
the star of the 
team and that's OK. 

■ Avoid comparing one child's 
accomplishments with another 
child's. ("Why can't you be like...?") 

■ Correct the child's actions, not 
the child. If a child makes a mistake, 
remember, experiencing a failure and 
being a failure does not mean the 
same thing. How can they learn or 
grow from the experience?

■ Praise - look for achievement, 
even in small tasks; make your praise 
speciflc; praise with words and/or 
towrh; avoid mixing praise with criti- 
cism (you cleaned your room well, 
but you-..); and say "I love you" and 
show that you do. 

■ Give a child responsibility 
(chores, homework, rules and conse- 
quences). 

■ Give time and attention. Most 
research has shown, when asked what 
children would like the most from 
theirparents, theirresponse was time. 

Another topic this week is drug 
abuse prevention and intervention, 
ages 9 through adolescence. 

There are a number of risk factors 
fw drug abuse. The more risk factors 
present, the greater the risk a child 
will have a problem with drugs. Such 
risk factors should be viewed in the 
same way as risk factors for heart or 
lung disease. 

This is, if yourchild or your family 
has one or more of these characteris- 
tics, it increases your child's chances 
of developing a problem with alcohol 
or drug use. 

Having one of these risk factors 
does not guarantee that your child 
will become a drug abuser, just that 
the risk is increased. (Risk factors 
adapted from J.D. Hawkins, D.M. 
Lishner and R.F. Catalano. "Child- 
hood Predictors and the Prevention 
of Adolescent Substance Abuse." 
Etiology of Drug Abuse: Implica- 
tions for Prevention. National Insti- 
tute on Drug Abuse, Washington, 
D.C., l'985.): 

■ Family history of alcoholism. 
Substance abusers often have a his- 
tory of parental or sibling alcohol- 
ism. Statistically, the presence of an 
alcoholic family member doubles the 
risk that a male child will have a 
problem with alcohol or other drugs. 
There is alsoevidence that some chil- 
dren of alcoholics have a genetic pre- 
disposition to alcoholism. 

■ Family history of criminality or 
antisocial behavior. A family history 
of criminality has been shown to in- 
crease the risk that children will de- 
velop problems with drug or alcohol 
abuse in adolescence. There is also 
some evidence of an association with 
parental anti-social behavior includ- 
ing child abuse, child neglect and 
consistent inappropriate expression 
of anger. 

■ Family drug use or positive atti- 
tudes toward us. This includes paren- 
tal motteling of use and involvement 
of their children in gateway drugs 
such as the use of cigarettes, alcohol 
or marijuana, eg., asking them to get 
a bror from the refrigerator or light a 
cigarette. 

■ Family management pit>blems. 
This inclu^ powly defined rules 
for bdtavtw, inconsistent reactions 
to children's behaviors, poor moni- 



toring of behavlOT, excessively se- 
vere discipline and constant criticism 
and absence of praise. A consistent 
reward system for acceptable behav- 
ior and consistent moderate punish- 
ment for unacceptable behavior must 
be established. 

■ Early antisocial behavior. Re- 
search has identifled boys in K-2 
who have a history of aggressiveness 
as high risk. When combined with 
hyperactivity or with shyness and 
withdrawal, nervousness, inalteniivc- 
ness, impulsiveness, defiance and 
negativity the risk becomes even 
greater. 

■ Academic failure. Low to fail- 
ing grades in mid to late elementary 
school increases the risk for adoles- 
cent drug abuse. Poor school perfor- 
mance increases the likelihood of 
early initiation of use as well as the 
amount of subsequent use. 

■ Little commitment to school. 
Students who are not committed to 
school and who lose interest in school 
for whatever reason are more likely 
to use drugs. 

■ Alienation/Rebelliousncss/Lack 
of Bonding to Society. In middle or 
junior high school, those students 
who do not buy into the dominant 
social values, who rebel against au- 
thority — particulariy their parents 
and school officials — and who don't 
attend church tend to be at higher risk 
for drug abuse than those who arc 
bonded to the primary scxial groups 
of family, school and church. 

■ Antisocial behavior in eariy ado- 
lescence. This includes .school be- 
haviors, low social responsibility, 
fighting, sensation seeking and gen- 
eral aggressiveness. 

■ Favorable atljtude toward use. 
Children often have health-conscious 
anti-drug attitudes in laic elemenlary 
school. When these attitudes change 
to become favorable toward the use 
of alcohol, tobacco and marijuana, 
children are more likely to initiate 
drug use. This may happen at ihc time 
they enter junior high. 

■ Friends who use drugs. This is 
one of the strongest predictors of 
adolescent drug use. Even if other 
risks do not exist, a child who associ- 
ates with friends who use drugs is at 
a significantly elevated risk. Initia- 
tion into drug use happens most fre- 
qiietitiy through the influence ofclo.se 
friends. 

■ Early first use of drugs. Most 
children who do try cigarettes, alco- 
hol and marijuana do so by Ihc lime 
they leave junior high school. Begin- 
ning to drink alcohol or u.se of drugs 
at an eariy age (before age \5) in- 
creases the risk of drug problems. 

By the time they leave high school: 

■ Twoout of three will drink alco- 
hol at least once a month. 

■ Oneout of four will smoke mari- 
juana at least once a month. 

■ One out of five will smoke ciga- 
rettes daily.

Some might say Christy Butts is dedicat- 
ed. Others would just say she's a glutton for 
punishment. 

One things is certain: This "cookie" is on 
the ball. 

A. veteran math teacher at Deep Creek 
High School, Butts is a Girl Scout leader 
who oversaw the annual cookie sales for not 
one, but two, troops this year. 

Next year, though. Butts promises to allo- 
cate her time to just one troop — that's how 
the cookie crumbles! 

A graduate of Kellam High School, Butts 
was honored this week at the Holiday Inn- 
Portsmouth during Girls Inc.'s "Su-ong. Smart 
and Bold Women" awards ceremony. 

This is the first year thai the Portsmouth- 
based organization has presented the honors to 
ladies who have demonstrated a commitment 
to their community, family and/or business 
and are easily recognized as role models. 

A former Brownie and Junior Girl Scout, 
Butts organized the Campostella Square 
troop which meets at Greater Mt. Zion Bap- 
tist Church. 

"It's in the heart of what used to be Foun- 
dation Park and there was definitely a need 
there," said Butts. "They had started a Cub 
Scout troop and needed something for the 
f girls. I volunteered to spearhead it." 

Last year 37 giris were enrolled in the Ju- 
nior and Brownie troops, plus nine adults 
volunteered as mentors/leaders.

Two Virginia youths honored for voiunteerism 
during recognition events in Washington, D.C. 



65 nominated for Va. 
Legends Wallt; names 
taken through Saturday 



Two Virginia students, Scott 
Sachs, 17. of Virginia Beach, and 
Tyrell Nickens, 13. of Kilmarnock, 
were honored in the nation's capital 
recently for outstanding service to 
their communities during the pre- 
sentation of The 1999 Prudential 
Spirit of Community Awards. 

The two young people — along 
with more than 100 other top

1607 Order commemorates 
bravery of early colonists

When members of tJic Virginia 
Company of London first set foot 
on the Virginia coast in April of 
1607, they named the place Cape 
Henry in honor of King James' el- 
dest son. 

Although the name persists until 
this day, not a single trace of that 
initial contact survives. Nearly four 
centuries of sea, storm and sand 
have eradicated any vestiges of that 
first landing. 

There are, to be sure, markers and 
monuments that stand in silent 
tribute to that portentous event, 
but the silent homage they offer is 
not sufficient as far as members of 
The Order of Cape Henry 1607 arc 
concerned. 

Every year since 1920, members 
of the order and their guests have 
faithfully commemorated that ini- 
tial step toward a permanent En- 
glish settlement in the New World. 
This year the memorial tribute was 
held on April 25. 

hrhis year, the 392nd anniversary 
of -that historic event was extra spe- 
cial because Seashore State Park 
was td be officially renamed First 
Landing State Park on Monday, 
April 26. 

According to Roy Allan Dudley, 
president of The Order of Cape 
Henry, the idea to rename the state 
park originated with past president 
Alex Grice and the late Kit Larsen, 
who was editor of The Virginian- 
Pilot. Larsen wrote an editorial ad- 
vocating the change to "get the ball 
rolling." 

"For a number of years, the idea 
languished," Dudley noted. 

"After Joe Elton was appointed 
by Gov. Allen to be the directorof 
state parks, we went up (to Rich- 
mond) and made the proposal." said 
Dudley. "And he jumped on the 
idea, thinking it was excellent. 

"Within a matter of weeks, he 
made a decision to have the name 
changed," Dudley recalled. 

"It took several years to work it 
through the system, but tomorrow 
will be the day when the name fi- 
nally changes for good," smiled 
Dudley, obviously pleased. 



"Here we have a park that has 
been preserved so that you could 
es.sentially see exactly what the 
first colonists saw the day they 
first set foot in America," Dudley 
said. 

Members of The Order of Cape 
Henry gathered at the Fort Story 
Club in Virginia Beach for a lun- 
cheon address — "Jamestown: Pre- 
lude to a Golden Age" by author 
and local historian Alf J. Mapp Jr. 

"Our focus is on Cape Henry and 
the Cape Henry heritage," said 
Mapp. "You can't discuss the 
great creativity of America's found- 
ing without dealing with what hap- 
pened at Cape Henry. 

"At the beginning, we have the 
curtain rising on this very coast, 
where you'll be celebrating today in 
solemn observance," Mapp ob- 
served. 

"The curtain rising on what was 
to be one of the most creative soci- 
eties in world history." 

At the conclusion of Mapp's ad- 
dress, the group adjourned to the 
Cape Henry Shrine at Fort Story 
where a commemorative ceremony 
based upon the Anglican service 
used by those first colonists was 
conducted by the Rev. T.T. 
Markham. 

During the worship service, 
memorial wreaths were placed at 
the foot of the Memorial Cross 
which was erected in 1935 by the 
Daughters of the American 
Colonists. Representatives from 
National Society, Daughters of the 
American Colonists, Children of 
the American Colonists, and Chil- 
dren of the American Revolution, 
Cavalier Society presented the 
memorial arrangements. 

Dr. George William Whitehurst, 
former Second District Congress- 
man, was the guest speaker at the 
Memorial Cross. 

"Once more, we assemble 
here. ..to honor and remember those 
English adventurers who struggled 
ashore through the surf at this 
place neariy four centuries ago," he 
began. 

"Something happened when that 
English colony w.is planted in Vir- 
ginia. A spirit was born of self- 



reliance and optimism," he said, 

Dudley and the loyal members of 
The Order of Cape Henry have re- 
solved that the courage and determi- 
nation of those early colonists will 
not be forgotten.

Council adopts budgets; tech funding opposed by Spore Bayside reunion

Nancy Parker dissenting, the inten- 
tion of council is to continue pro- 
viding the additional funds until 
$12 million has been appropriated 
by the cily to the special Instruc- 
tional Technology Special Revenue 
fund also created by the resolution. 

The fund will be prefunded by the 
school division's allocation of $3.5 
million of available fiscal 99 year- 
end fund balance and will annually 
provide $2 million annually to the 
fund. 

Originally, the city's share was 
to be paid from revenues from a $6 
per line annual phone fee. This rev- 
enue source was lost, however, 
when City Council reversed itself 
and killed the phone fee. 

Councilmen Louis R. Jones and 
W.W. Harrison Jr., who had 
worked with the School Board to 
come up with a proposal for the 
technology program, insisted that 
the city's share come from city 
funds and were therefore opposed to 
using lottery fund, which are con- 
sidered school funds anyway, to 
fund the city's share. 

They also were opposed to spend- 
ing any of the school system's an- 
ticipated additional revenues to 
make up the $1.5 million. 

Council members also did not 
like other features of various plans 
presented by the staff — putting 
the school modernization program 
back on its original eight-year 
schedule rather than moving it to 
seven years with the additional lot- 
tery funds, or delaying or eliminat- 
ing other capital improvement pro- 
gram projects such as the 
Lynnhaven Boat Ramp, the 
Bayside Library, the community 
color program, celebrate 2(XX), the 
Bayside Police Precinct and the 
Sandbridge Fire Station replace- 
ment. 

Also a number of operation bud- 
get eliminations or reductions were 
eliminated. 

As a result. Mayor Meyera 
Obemdorf and Vice Mayor William 
D. Sessoms Jr. came out with a 
substitute proposal which would 
have used funds from the unallocat- 
ed city fund balance and the unallo- 
cated sctool fund balance as well as 
a rwluction in various projects and 
the elimination of the Fcrrell Park- 
way Phase VI participation agree- 
ment with a private developer 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley 
submitted a proposal at the w«k 
session Tuesday which was revised 
at the suggestion of Harrison and 



Jones. Henley had proposed using 
the city's year end balance as a 
source for paying the city's share. 
However, during a discussion at a 
work session that preceded the for- 
mal session, Jones said that the 
city has a standing policy that year 
end funds be spent on non-recurring 
items. 

He said he believed it was an un- 
reliable source while the real estate 
tax was a reliable source. He sug- 
gested dedicated a portion of the 
real estate tax to the technology 
program. 

Harrison said he could support 
the Henley plan but also considenxl 
the year end balance an unreliable 
source and suggested using that 
only the first year and switching to 
the real estate tax to furnish the al- 
location for the ensuing years. He 
said that three-fourths of a penny 
would furnish the needed$1.5 mil- 
lion. 

That's the plan that was ^opted. 
As a result the real estate tax con- 
tribution to the revenue sharing 
plan would be increased from 53. 13 
percent to 53.71 percent. Harrison 
conceded the plan would have im- 
plications, that the city each year 
might have to cut something out 
of its budget. 

Henley said that this was a 
"tough way to go because we've 
got to do something different." She 
said that if the city had a new fund- 
ing source, such as the phone tax 
or the lottery, there would be no 
problem but otherwise "we've got 
to look at what we've got." 

E. Dean Block, director of man- 
agement said that the $1.5 million 
is more money than the anticipated 
increase in the revenue stream for a 
number of items. That amount 
would cover increases for the li- 
brary, economic development, 
emergency medical services and the 
fire department. He said that the 
amount would vary from depart- 
ment to department. 

Block also asked council how it 
would respond to the next request 
or need or a new mandate for the 
schools handed down from the 
state. He said that the city would 
be setting a precedent as it might 

in zoning cases. 
Harrison said that council will 

have to lake some pain. 
In light of the lost revenue on 

the city side, Block asked that 
council be particularly cautious in 

elding new capital projects because 
of the corresponding increase in op- 
erating costs. 

Spore said that he could not rec- 
ommend the plan p council. He 



said the council would be taking 
away the ability of the city to raise 
revenues. He said that the city will 
need a million dollars a year to 
keep up with the infrastructure. 

"You're digging yourself a hole 
and creating several problems for 
next year." He asked council to at 
least explore the pre-funding plan 
proposed by the staff. 

Spore's plan would not change 
the council/School Board revenue 
sharing plan. 

Henley said that council may 
have to cut out existing programs 
"If we're going to have more and 
more rczonings." 

Spore said that council in effect 
was mandating the reduction in the 
operating budget next year "when 
we haven't even started talking 
about it." 

Spore had suggested up front fi- 
nancing of the entire $12 million 
city share of the technology pro- 
gram by cutting back or delaying 
some city programs. 

In an initial consensus taking at 
the workshop, four council mem-

bers supported Spore's recommen- 
dation — Oberndorf, Lin wood 
Branch III, Harrison and Reba Mc- 
Clanan who said she wanted a little 
more time to think about it. 

But by the end of the discussion, 
the consensus was in favor of the 
revised Henley proposal. What 
made Henley's plan attractive was 
that the capital budget programs 
would remain in tact. 

Oberiidorf said that council hired 
Spore on his financial expertise. 
After the mixed consensus on. the 
plans, she pointed out that council 
needs eight votes to approve the 
bonds for the capital program. 

The staff concern is that even if 
the city pursues its capital pro- 
gram, it will not have enough 
money to operate the facilities. 

Parker said that staff had concerns 
about operating costs and "they 
have forewarned us." 

Obemdorf added, "this is going to 
be a very precarious road." 

Branch also said he is concerned 
about an anticipated $1.7 million 
loss on the food tax. 

The approved operating budget 
represents the city manager's pro- 
posed 1999-2000 operating budget 
as originally present to council on 
March 30 less the telephone right- 
of-way fee which was repealed by 
council on April 13. Among bud- 
get related ordinances apjMOved 
were: 



■ An amendment eliminating a 
sunset provision that would have 
reduced the E-91 1 tax because of 
new capital expenditures to upgrade 
the communication system and the 
likelihood of continuing expendi- 
tures. 

■ An amendment increase in in- 
spection fees. 

■ An amendment increasing for 
boarding animals from $6 to $10. 

■ An amendment increasing fees 
for subdivision review. 

Council also adopted the fiscal 
year 1999-2000 to fiscal year 2004- 
2005 capital improvement program 
and appropriated $165,527,677 for 
the first year program. 

In connection with the capital 
program, council also: 

■ Adopted an ordinance autho- 
rizing the issuance of general obli- 
gation bonds of $56.7 million. 

■ Adopted an ordinance autho- 
rizing the issuance of water and 
sewer system revenue bonds of 
$9,513,500. 

■ Adopted an ordinance appropri- 
ating $1.9 million from the 1998- 
99 school operating fund reversion 
for the student data management 
system. 

■ Adopted resolutions for the 
Great Neck Road interchange im- 
provements; Laskin Road-Phase 11; 
Princess Anne Road/Kempsville 
Road intersection improvements 
and Salem Road-Phase II.

If a thief were to creep into a muse- 
um and heist a $250,000 bauble, it 
would make headlines. 

What if automobiles totaling that 
amount were to disappear from 
streets, driveways and parking lots 
each month in one city? 

It probably wouldn't even get a 
mention in the crime beat section. 

Luckily, there are folks working 
quietly behind the scenes in the Vir- 
ginia Beach Police Department Auto 
Theft Squad to recover roughly 80 
percent of those missing vehicles. 

One of those individuals is Det. 
Gary Nelson, a 26-year veteran of the 
force affectionately known by col- 
leagues as "Mr. Auto Squad." 

The investigator was recently 



named the department's 1999 "Top 
Cop," an award presented annually 
by the Rock Church to honor exem- 
plary service in law enforcement. 

Since joining the force more than 
two decades ago. Nelson has investi- 
gated more than 5,000 auto thefts — 
and that's not counting others with 
which he assisted. 

"It seems like yesterday sometimes 
when 1 think about it, but it's been a 
while," the Kellam High graduate 
said. 

A "Navy brat" who settled here in 
1959, Nelson has called Virginia 
Beach home except for time spent in 
the Air Force. Though he was sup- 
posed to study computers in the ser- 
vice, "I ended up in the security po- 
lice instead." 

That was Nelson's first taste of pub- 
lic safety. 

After four years ("real 'tough' duty 
in Hawaii — somebody had to d© it," 
he chuckled). Nelson came home to 
Virginia Beach and worked in the 
grocery business.

Kids' ingenious invention captures prize 



Local third graders place second 
in national inventors' competition

It's every parent's nightmare — a child 
drinks liquid from an unmarked container. 
What is in the bottle: Is it harmless or 
life-threatening? Should the paramedics 
be called? 

If some third graders at Cape Henry 
Collegiate have their way, distinguishing 
harmful from harmless liquids will be 
just as easy as a click of the Poison-0- 
Meter. 

Never heard of a Poison-0-Mclcr? 
Well, although you may not find it on 
drugstore shelves for the next two decades 
or so, it's already won a prize and 
brought some outstanding attention to 
four students at the Virginia Beach 
school. 

Marjorie Cornell, Addie Law, Jordan 
Law and Carter Williams have been se- 
lected as second-place finalists in the 
1 999 Toshiba/National Science Teachers 
Association ExploraVision Awards, the 
world's largest K-12 science competition. 

This is the fourth year Cape Henry 
Collegiate has participated in the events 
and although they have won regionally 
before, this is the first year they have ad- 
vanced to the finals. They are the only 
team in the state to receive the honor. 

Competing against nearly 13,000 stu- 
dents in the United States and Canada, 
the four received the honor for their 
Poison-O-Meter entry, a device envi- 
sioned for the future that, when inserted 
into liquids, would identify potentially 
toxic substances. The device would also 
alert the nearest hospital if it detects a 
poison. 

"I was really excited when 1 heaid we 
wo«," said Marjorie. "I just couldn't be- 



lieve il. I wanted to call my mom right 
away." Those were similar sentiments 
echoed by the other children. 

"1 was like, in a slate ol shock," Carter 
added."! had been hoping, and hoping, 
but when it happened, it didn't seem 
real." 

According to third-grade science tciichcr 
Janet Holdcn.lhc process began in Octo- 
ber when students were divided into 
learns, and each team began research for 
ihcirown special invention. 

"There were some great ideas — a poi- 
son ivy detector, a police camera olficers 
would wear on their shoulder to film sus- 
pects, and a device to test hcarinig in the 
home," said Holden. "Nationally, wc 
knew there were some great inventions 
too, and I tried to tell all the students not 
to be disappointed if they didn't win. Of 
course, we were ecstatic about the out- 
come." 

She also said one thing thai was spe- 
cial about the way Cape Henry Colle- 
giate participates is that every student is 
afforded the chance to come up with an 
idea. Other schools handpick children 
with science-aptitude. 

"This is a great way to kick off the 
school year for everyone." she said. "H 
meets all ihc national science standards, 
gets them involved in research, and helps 
with their writing skills." 

Holden said the caliber of work done 
from children who have just finished the 
second grade is outstanding. "They look 
up information and put il in reports. 
They must be organized, and it must 
make sense. I am very proud of ihem."

books and on the Internet and saw how 
many people died of poisoning each 
year," she said. "It was a lot, and we 
thought a device like this would help 
save people's lives." 

In January came news the four-person 
team won regionally for their Poison-O- 
Meter, and an "infomercial" was filmed 
for the'final rounds. 

"Everyone in the school has really ral- 
lied around these four." Holden added. 
"There was healthy competition between 
the teams here at the beginning, but now 
everyone is really excited for these stu- 



dents. It's a wonderful thing to see." 

The winners, their parents, and Holden 
will Hy to Washington D.C. for a special 
awards ceremony June 3 - 6. Each will be 
honored with a $5,000 U. S. Savings 
Bond, meet with Senator John Wamer, 
present their projects at a special Science 
Showcase at the National Press Club, 
and tour Uie nation's capital. 

"I can't wait to go to Washington," 
said Jordan. "It's going to be so cool to 
see the other inventions, and to meet 
with a real senator."

MAY IS NATIONAL WETLANDS MONTH 

Nature's filter 

During May the mid-Atlantic office of the U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) hopes to 
increase public awareness of how valuable our 
nation's wetlands are to all Americans. 

Wetlands is the collective term for marshes, 
swamps, bogs and similar areas that often develop 
between open water and dry land. These wet areas 
can be found in every state in the U.S. and in much 
of Hampton Roads. Wetlands are among the most 
biologically-productive natural ecosystems in the 
world, and can be compared to tropical rain forests 
and coral reefs in the diversity of species they sup- 
port. 

"The diversity of wetlands types allow them to 
flourish in a variety of urban and rural settings. 
During May, our wetlands come alive, increasing 
their diversity and productivity in support of the 
nation's ecosystems," says Richard V. Pepino, chief 
of the Office of Environmental Programs in EPA's 
Philadelphia office. 

In the past, wetlands were often regarded as 
wastelands — sources of mosquitoes, flies, and un- 
pleasant odors. Many people felt that wetlands were 
places to be avoided, or better yet, eliminated. Largely 
because of this negative view, and growing develop- 
ment, more than half of America's original wetlands 
have been destroyed. 

An increased understanding of ecological pro- 
cesses has changed attitudes toward wetlands. Sci- 
entists have discovered that wetlands are, in fact, 
vulnerable natural resources, providing many impor- 
tant benefits to people and their environment. 

Wetlands help improve water quality, reduce flood 
and storm damage, provide important fish and wild- 
life habitat, and support fishing activities. Like natu- 
ral filters, wetlands remove acid mine drainage and 
other toxic materials. In addition, wetlands are 
sources of recreation, providing opportunities for 
popular activities such as hiking, fishing and boat- 
ing. 

The health of our wetlands depends on how we 
treat them. EPA's regional office has made a com- 
mitment to enhancing wetlands protection by enforc- 
ing national standards and by encouraging and en- 
abling others to act effectively in wetlands protec- 
tion and restoration. Through education and coop- 
eration, businesses and private citizens can help con- 
serve and enhance these valuable resources. 

"We encourage you to learn more about these na- 
tional treasures and to visit one during wetlands 
month," says Pepino.

low our jus- 
tifiable outrage to rule our heads. 

The long-range goal of juvenile 
justice is, first and foremost, a soci- 
etal one. If we can intervene early 
enough in the lives of troubled youth 
to avoid their becoming hardened 
criminals (one who would pose an 
even graver threat to society as a 
young adult), our first priority must 
be to do so. 

It is important to remember that 
lack of rehabilitation has dire conse- 
quences for the community-at-large, 
and especially so when we are talk- 
ing about the young. As we are learn- 
ing the hard way these days, there is 
nothing more dangerous than a young 
person who has become so alienated 
from society that the normal mores 
no longer exert any restraint on ag- 
gressive behavior. 

Judge Bruce Kushner correctly 
surmised the best chance to rehabili- 
tate this young first-offender was to 
sentence him to intensive counsel- 
ing, the close scrutiny of the court 
through a lengthy probation period 
and 500 hours of community service 
to continually remind him of his per- 
sonal responsibility to redress the 
wrong he did. 

There is nothing "light" about this

sentence in terms of how much and 
for how long the community expects 
of this young man in order to avoid 
the consequences of incarceration. 
But that is just the point, the critics 
say. Why not incarcerate him in the 
first place to insure that he learns his 
lesson? 

Because he is 14 years old, that's 
why. The minute you institutionalize 
a child, your chance for successful 
rehabilitation diminishes drastically. 
That is just a fact of life. Another very 
tragic fact of life is that the record of 
effective mental health services be- 
ing provided in our juvenile deten- 
tion centers is abysmal. 

But even more damaging is the 
level of abuse far too many young 
teens experience at the hands of older, 
more violent inmates in these cen- 
ters. Nothing is more certain to foster 
anti-social attitudes and inner rage 
than an abusive environment, whether 
at home or within the society-at-large. 

Violence begets violence, and yet 
we close our eyes (and our pocket- 
books) to the failure of our juvenile 
detention centers to meet their most 
important role as effective rehabilita- 
tion centers for our troubled youth. 
Instead, we go merrily along buying 
into the mistaken belief that the more 
we rely on "get tough" police power 
to discipline our young, the safer we 
will be. Nothing could be further 
from the truth. 



I am at a loss to understand why so 
many of our educators are oblivious 
to Judge Kushner's societal duty to 
maximize the chance to successfully 
turn this obviously very troubled 14- 
year-old around before it is too late to 
do so. 

Even more disturbing is what ap- 
pears to be our teachers' willingness 
to give up so quickly on one so young. 
Of course, there is no guarantee that 
the youngster will take advantage of 
the intensive counseling to which he 
will be subjected, but that does not 
mean that it is still not right to try. 

Like everyone else these days, I 
have been reflecting on my own ex- 
periences in high school, given the 
spotlight thrown upon that environ- 
ment in the wake of the Columbine 
massacre. I can still remembej 5- 
foot-1, 105-pound Miss Mann, my 
ninth grade homeroom teacher, who 
could cower her 6-foot, 160-pound 
15 year olds (who were just killing 
time until they could quit school) 
with just a glance. 

In fact, I can't remember a single 
instance in which the police were 
called to either my junior or senior 
high school to solve a behavioral 
problem, and it goes without saying 
that some out-of-control youths 
lashed out with their fists at teachers 
and other authority figures, even in 
the good old days. Keeping students 
in line was the role of the principals 
and. if need be, the school superin- 
tendent himself. 

Why was it that in those "good old 
days" of the 1960s (when everyone 
says we "coddled" criminals and teens 
alike) there was so much less youth 
violence? Could it be that our "get 
tough law-and-order" policies are 
themselves breeding alienation, anti- 
social attitudes and "get tough" kids? 

Who knows, but whatever the cause 
for this national epidemic of vio- 
lence, it is clear that any free society 
that needs to rely upon its police 
force to keep its youth in line is fail- 
ing miserably every measure of civi- 
lized order.

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DARE Parent Program: 
Teach kids to say no, 
resist the pressures

This is the last column in a three- 
part series listing some of the things 
taught in the DARE (Drug Abuse 
Resistance Education) Program semi- 
nars held recently sponsored by the 
Virginia 
Beach Police 
Department, 
the Virginia 
Beach 
Sheriffs Of- 
fice and the 
Virginia 
Beach Public 
Schools to 
help parents 
teach their 
children how 
to resist sub- 
stance abuse. 
The ses- 
sion four 
topic is youth 
pressure/re- 
s i s t a n c e 
skills. This 
session intro- 
duces the risk 
factors for substance abuse in early 
adolescents and introduces parents to 
basic drug identification, availability 
and effective information. (Adapted 
from Growing Up Drug-Free, Illi- 
nois Department of Alcoholism and 
Substance Abuse, Chicago Tribune, 
March 8, 1990.) 

■ Skill 1 , Teach your child to value 
individuality - During a teachable 
moment, tell your child what you 
think makes him or her a special and 
unique person. Talk about people the 
child loves and ask what makes these 
people special. Ask what your child 
likes about his or her own individual- 
ity, and add any nice characteristics 
that your child might leave out. 

■ Skill 2, Explore the meaning of 
"friendship" with your child - Ask 
your child to make a list of "what a 
friend is" and another list of "what a 
friend is not" While your child is 
working on this, make a list of your 
own. Make a game of seeing how 
many of the same characteristics you 
both have on your list? 

■ Skill 3, Give your child the sup- 
port needed to say "no" - Most par- 
ents teach their children to be polite, 
respectful and agreeable. While these 
are good traits in most situations, 
they do not necessarily prepare chil- 
dren to stand up for themselves. Chil- 
drenmay need parental "permission" 
to say "no" to peei'pressure. Tell your 
child that there are certain times one 
must insist on respect and to stand up 
for what he believes. These times ' 
include when peers push alcohol or 
other drugs at the child. 

■ Skill 4, Know the facts about 
teen drinking - There are certain situ- 
ations that encourages pre-teens to 
drink. For example, one reason chil- 
dren use alcohol is that they spend 
more time by themselves, and alco- 
hol is easy to find in many homes. 
You can helpyourchildavoidasticky 
situation by making a rule that your 
child will not play at friends' home 
when the parents are not there, nor 
will your child attend unchaperoned 
parties. 

■ Skill 5, Use peer pressure - Many 
communities have found that peer 
pressure can also be a positive force. 
Some school systems and youth 
groups, for instance, sponsor "peer- 



programs" where children support 
eachother'spositive values. Youmay 
wish to inquire about such a program 
at your child's school. 

■ Skill 6, Activities - Provide or 
find alternative activities to keep your 
children involved in positive activi- 
ties. There are many resistance skills 
"Ways To Say No": 

■ Saying "No thanksT': "Would 
you like a drink?" - "No thanks."n 
Giving a reason or excuse: "Would 
you like a beer?" - "No thanks, I don ' t 
like the taste." 

■ Repeated refusal, or keep saying 
no (broken record): "Would you like 
a hit?" - No thanks." "Come on!" - 
"No thahks." "Just try it!" - "No 
thanks." 

■ Walking away: "I have some 
cigarettes. Do you want one?" Say no 
and walk away while saying it. 

■ Changing the subject: "Let's 
some some marijuana." - "No, let's 
try a new video instead." 

■ Avoid the situation: If you know 
the places where people often use 
drugs, stay away from those places. 
If you pass them on the way home, go 
another way. 

■ Cold shoulder: "Hey! Do you 
want to smoke?" Just ignore the per- 
son. 

■ Strength in numbers: Hang 
around with non-users, especially 
where drug use is expected. 

Session five focuses on violence 
prevention strategies and confiicl 
resolution. This session introduced 
sources of violence, gang indicators 
and prevention strategies which re- 
late tohomes, neighborhoods, schools 
and communities: 

■ Teach a child effective personal 
problem-solving and conflict medi- 
tation/resolution skills. 

■ Recognize indicators ^f gangs 
and groups likely to becomelnvolved 
in violence. 

■ Give a child messages of love 
and support. 

■ Make values clear, particularly 
the value of a human life. 

■ Provide for positive role models 
inside and outside the family. 

■ Know and become involved in 
your child's school, friends and ac- 
tivities. 

■ Discuss ideas about personal 
safety such as not dressing or behav- 
ing in a manner which would pro- 
voke conflict. 

■ Explain the differences between 
the real world and the entertainment 
world. 

■ Eliminate availability of weap- 
ons. 

■ Research other violence preven- 
tion su-ategies. 

Session six, the final session, fo- 
cuses on a panel discussion. 

The seminars ended with members 
of the community, who are involved 
with prevention, serving on a panel to 
discuss the current local trends in 
alcohol and drug use. 

If and when these seminars are 
given again, it will be well worth 
anyone's time and effort to attended 
these classes.

It's spring and Robin Davenport's fancy 
turns to...slrawberries. 

To be exact, he's thinking about next 
weekend's Pungo Strawberry Festival — the 
16th annual version paying homage to the 
sweetest, juiciest crop that southern Vir- 
ginia Beach and Chesapeake have to offer. 

Principal of Creeds Elementary School in 
the rural comer of the city, Davenport is fly- 
ing solo for the first time as festival chair- 
man. Last year he vice-chaired under Jake 
Jacocks, who this year is taking a less- 
demanding role as the vice-chair. 

A native of Blackwater whose home near- 
ly straddles the ChesapeakeA'irginia Beach 
line, Davenport has been involved with the 
celebration since its inception. 

"As long as it's been around," he remi- 
nisced. 

The Kellam graduate is as homegrown as 
the strawberries that made Pungo famous. A 
member of the Creeds Ruritan Club and 
president of the Ruritan National Founda- 
tion, he has worked for years to make his 
community a better place. He views chair- 
ing the strawberry fest as another way to 
give back. 

"This is deflnitely a job in itself," said 
Davenport, who fits Ruritan obligations, 308 
students and festival meetings into his hec- 
tic schedule. "The good part is that I've got 
such wonderful volunteers who all know 
what they're responsible for. Jake has made 
sure from previous years that these people 
are trained and are training new people as 
they come onboard. It's a very smooth oper- 
ation based all on volunteers." 

As chairman, Davenport oversees the 
basic 12- to 15-person festival board, which 
breaks down into another 40 or so commit- 
tees. Thousands of man hours go into pulling 
off the family festival, traditionally held 
Memorial Day weekend. 

As soon as one festival ends, volunteers 
are in the office the next day assessing and 
making plans for the following year. There 
are millions of details which must be at- 
tended to — everything from ice to golf 
carts to livestock. 

"We have to worry about health permits, 
permits for tents, permits for closing down 
the road. You name it, we have to take care 
of it and stay on top of everything," said 
Davenport. 

'The Pungo community itself is truly out- 
standing because they help us solve the 
problems and are willing to work with us. 
They know it's good for their community 
and all of us. Everybody is proud of the 
southern end, so we like to show ourselves 
off every once in a while." 

Funds from the festival are returned back 
to the community for scholarships, rescue 
squads, public service clubs and other orga- 
nizations. 

With the strawberry festival just a week 
away, Davenport's days are understandably 
crazy. Last week there was SOL testing, 
plus Creeds Elementary breaks ground Mon- 
day for a new school., 

"I have to budget ^ny time wisely. I spend 
long hours at work, but my schoolwork — 
my job — always comes first," he said. 
"Again, my thanks go to all the volunteers 
at the festival, who make that job easy for 
me." 

A graduate of Virginia Wesleyan College, 
Davenport is concluding his first year as 
principal of Creeds Elementary, which he 
served as assistant principal for two years 
prior. 

But he's known the brick school longer 
than that. It's the same building where he 
went to school as a child, only then Bessie 
Bell was principal. 

"And today I've got her desk — her desk! 
It's the same one she had back in those 
days. And the office is the same," he mar- 
veled. 

"When I came here the first year and I 
was upstairs in one of the classrooms ob- 
serving, my mind went back to those days. 
I could picture my own teachers standing 
up at the old slate board and doing their 
work. I had to tell myself, "Wake up! This 
is the 1990s, not the late '50s and early 
•60s!" 

Davenport certainly is awake about one 
thing — the weather forecasts for this year's 
strawberry festival. After last year's 
downpour-drenched weekend, "Rain is a 
nasty word for us. That word is banned from 
our vocabulary. That's why our theme this 




year is 'Sweet 16 and Sun Kiss,'" he em- 
phasized.

At 36, veteran fighter is 
calling it quits to run club

Three days after going for his 
sixth world kickboxing title, 
Curtis Bush could still feci the 
pain of the defeat. 

The Virginia Beach man who 
won world kickboxing champi- 
onships in four different weight 
divisions came up short Friday 
in Lowell, Mass., losing a unan- 
imous decision to hometown 
product Tom "The Terminuior" 
Klmber. 

Kimber, the top-ranked con- 
tender in the International Kick- 
boxing Federation super mid- 
dleweight division and ranked 
10th in the world, landed u kick 
to Bush's kidney in the seventh 
round, and the top-ranked Bush 
wasn't the same after thai. 

Monday the injury siill both- 
ered him, but Bush remained 
content knowing that he cndoJ 
his illustrious kickboxing career 
with a 42-9-2 record and four 
world kickboxing titles: light 
middleweight (1990); mid- 
dleweight (1990); welterweight 
(1991) and super welterweight 
(1995). He showed his versatility 
by also capturing two boxing 
crowns during that lime — the 
U.S Boxing Association junior 
middleweight (1994) and mid- 
dleweight (1997) world champi- 
onships. 

'That's it," said Bush, who 
dedicated his final fight to his 
wife, BetleBolwar Bush. 



"I wanted that big bell. I hit 
him with a couple of good shots. 
I tried to finish him off. but I 
jusi couldn'l do it." 

Bush said before the bout that 
he planned lo retire at age 36. 

Thai's the same age that kick- 
boxing legend Bill "Superfoot" 
Wallace, one of Bush's idols, left 
the sport. The middleweight 
world champion retired in June 
1980 wilh a perfect 36-0 record. 

But ihe rigors of running a 
busines,!*, the Curtis Bush Karate 
Club at 314B Constitution Dr., 
helped Bush make Ihe decision lo 
hand up the gloves. He works 
six days a week at the 120- 
studcnl school. 

Injuries al.so played a role, 

Opponents broke Bush's nose 
SIX limes, cracked several ribs, 
damaged both cartlrums and broke 
his left hand in addition to in- 
lliciing numcrtius cuts and bruis- 
es. 

"It gels in your blood, but 
you've goi lo realize you can'i 
doit forever,"said Bush. 'Twen- 
ty years of gelling my brain 
scrambled is enough. It's lime lo 
move on lo other things, 

"You can't win Ihcm all." he , 
said. "The nice thing is. I've 
won the big ones." 

Bush started karate at age 1 3. 
kick boxing three years later, and 
competed in his firsl kick boxing 
match in 1980, He graduated 
from Princess Anne High School 
in 1 98irand earned an associate's

degree in business management 
from Tidewater Community Col- 
lege. 

Kickboxing was never far from 
his thoughts. 



"I remember in high school, 
kids were saying, 'What college 
are you going to?' All I wanted 
to be was a fighter," he said. 



*"A11 day long. I'd think about it. 
I'd dream about it. It engulfed 
my life." 

Bush's long-time friend George 
Kelly helped guide Bush's career. 
The Chesapeake man suited 
with Bush and also served as 
number two in command at 
ringside come fight time for the 
past 18 years. 

"He had a lot of hard grueling 
fights," said Kelly. "You can 
only go so long like that. You 
may be there mentally, but phys- 
ically, your body starts to wear 
out," 

For a long time, it was Bush's 
sparring partners who took a 
beating. Norfolk's Robert Dicka- 
son sparred wilh the 6-fdbt, 163- 
pound Bush intermittently for 
seven years, getting his nose 
broken twice in ihe process. He 
described ihe men who got into 
the ring with Bush as "human 
punching bags." 

"I learned to block with my 
face real well," said Dickason, 
wlio earned his black belt umler 
Bush's tutelage when he wasn't 
being pummeled. "He has a stiff 
jab. It has a lot of snap to it, 
And his left hand is blinding," 

Dickason said he and Bush and 
remained friends despite the vi- 
cious beatings they gave each 
other inside the ring, 

"It's weird," Dickason said, 
"It's the only sport where you 
knock the hell out of someone 
and they get up and say thanks," 

That tenacity is part of the rea- 
son why David Miller of Chesa- 
peake decided to get involved in 
Bush's career in 1983, Bush 
wanted to increase his hand 
speed, so he decided to hone his 
boxing skills. 



Miller didn't know what to 
make of the gangly young man 
at first glance. 

"When you see him on the 
street, he's wearing glasses, and 
he looks like he belongs in the 
library." Miller said. "He used to 
tell me that he looks at the op- 
ponent as an object that he was 
trying to knock down, and that if 
he was successful in knocking 
him down, he would be the first 
to go over and help him up. 

"He's a bit of a paradox," he 
said. 

The good guy-bad guy persona 
shows itself in Bush's volunteer 
work with the Virginia BmtA\ 
Police Department's DARE pro- 
gram leaching youths about the 
dangers of drugs. 

And again in a low-budget B 
movie that Bush funded, pro- 
duced and starred in called "The 
Dark Angel; Pyscho Kickboxer," 
The movie has been distributed 
on video in the United States, 
Germany. Japan. Bra/.il and Thai- 
land,

"I was going into assistant 
manager training for Be-Lo 
supermarkets, but it really wasn't 
moving fast enough for me," he 
said. 'Then the opportunity came 
up to go into the police 
department." 

At the time the department was 
enforcing height and weight 
restrictions. Though his stature 
was just fine. Nelson's weight 
came up short. 

"I was approximately 125 to 
130 pounds, so I started out as a 
dispatcher for a year and a half. 
Finally, they lowered the weight 
restrictions and I reapplied." 

Nelson was hired as an officer 
in 1974, serving on Unifonn 
Patrol. 

"After about six or seven years 
of fighting the oceanfront. I was 
getting to the point where I was 
so burned out that I couldn't 
stand going to work. It was a 
task," Nelson admitted. "I 
needed a change. I tried for the 
(Detective' Bureau and made it." 
He's been there ever since. 
In 1980, Nelson started on 
general assignment 'to catch all 
different types of offenses, then 
went into hit-and-run when it was 
part of the Detective Bureau." 

Joining Auto Theft in 1983, 
Nelson discovered that's where 
his talents were. 

"I found a home," he said. "It's 
what I enjoyed doing." 

Nelson estimates that in terms 
of monetary loss, auto theft is the 
most expensive crime in the city. 
"On average, if you have 50 
vehicles stolen in a month and 
they're worth $5,000, that's a 
$250,000 loss right off the bat," 
he said. 

"That's a low figure for a 
month. But cars can be worth 
$12,000 or $15,000, or even 
$1,000 or $2,000. The amount of 
loss each month is staggering. It's 
enough to keep seven of us busy, 
plus a sergeant." 

The good new, though, is 
"we're real effective in getting 
back most of the cars — 75 to 80 
percent." 

Of course, not all are still in 
good condition. 

"Some are the way they left 
them. Sometimes we'll have 
people say it's better than when

it left. In most cases, though, it's 
recovered with some damage, 
something missing or wrecked 
— usually some type of loss 
associated with having the car 
stolen. It's an expensive crime." 

In his 26 years on the force. 
Nelson can practically say he's 
seen it all. 

"Anything can be stolen," he 
mused. "Sometimes we get these 
calls with people asking, 'Why 
would someone steal my '89 
Chevette with all the other cars 
out there?' The fact is people 
will steal anything." 

About two years ago one case 
Nelson worked brought him brief 
fame. 

In court to pursue auto theft 
charges against an individual, the 
case was continued. Nelson 
followed the individual to the 
courthouse parking lot to see 
what vehicle he was getting into. 
It turned out to be a Volvo station 
wagon with New York tags. 

"And it was stolen!" he 
quipped. 

"Every case has a story to it." 

He remembered the time a 
local businessman reported his 
vehicle stolen and noted there 
were two guns and $10,000 in the 
trunk at ihe time. 



"You question things like that. 
But when we recovered the car, 
there wasn't $10,000 in it — 
there was $1 1,500 and the guns." 
Nelson said. 

The thieves hadn't even known. 

The job isn't without its 
aggravations. 

Nelson said some people 
con»plain when their car isn't 
found fast enough, oflen when 
they inadvertently contributed to 
the theft by leaving keys in the 
ignition or the doors unlocked. 

Nelson contends that's just 
inviting crime. His advice? 



'Don't keep keys in the car. 
Keep it locked at all limes. Use 
some kind of visible theft 
deterrent. Don't leave valuables 
in the vehicle. Anything you 
don't want to give away to 
someone, don't leave in the car," 
he said. 

Nelson added, "Common sense 
is the best deterrent to crime " 

His contributions to auto theft 
prevention and recovery are 
known nationwide. 

In 1988, in cooperation with the 
Virginia State Police, Nelson 
helped establish the Hampton 



Roads Auto Theft Investigators 
Association. Nelson calls it a 
"great information exchange" for 
local investigators. 

He was elected president of the 
Southeastern Chapter of the 
International Association in 1995. 

Nelson also works with 
investigators from around the 
country, including federal agents 
and members of the National 
Insurance Crime Bureau. He has 
been instrumental in solving 
major cases involving gang thefts 
of automobiles. 

He's been asked to test his 



investigative skills in other 
sections of the bureau, but 
Nelson is content in Auto Theft. 

"I've been asked to try 
Homicide, but I tend to get 
personally involved and really 
wrapped up in my cases." he 
said. 

Nelson lives just minutes fioiti 
work. When he's not pulling a 
shift he enjoys collecting 
Colonial Village buildings 
produced by Lefton China. He 
estimates the collection totals 
150 pieces and "I've got little 
^splays all over my house."

Here over the past few 
weeks, I have faced a lot of reali- 
ties. I just found out I'm going 
to be a daddy. I felt I needed to 
show that even though I am only 
24 years old, there's definitely a 
serious side and there's definitely 
an artist side to me. I'm not just 
a club singer and I'm not just a 
singer. I wanted to take some 
real life issues and deal with 




them," Wills said. 

Take, for example, "I Do 
(Cherish You"), the first single 
from "Wish You Were Hoe." 
The ardent ballad celebrates true 
love not in the fairytale sense, 
but in the reality-based worid of 
today with lyrics extolling rarely 
expressed inner feelings. 

But perhaps the biggest state- 
ment is "Don't Laugh At Me." 
The Allen Shamblin/Steve Se- 
skin tune holds great meaning 
for Wills. 

"It reminds me a lot of grow- 
ing up," he said. "It's real life 
rolled up into a three-minute 
song. If you listen to that song 
and cannot relate to it, then you 
have no feelings whatsoever." 

"Don't Laugh At Me" is a 
hauntingly grim reminder that 
the worid is filled with unfortu- 
nate souls who ultimately will 
meet those who mock them in 
the afteriife. Wills' delivery of 
this riveting anthem is a testa- 
ment to his artistry, as he bal- 
ances the delicate pathos of the 
lyrics with a selective amount of 
emotion.

Byrd shone in the national 
spotlight with the wedding an- 
them, "Keeper of the Stars." 

"I didn't realize it would have 
the kind of impact that it's had," 
Byrd admits. "After the single 
came out, letters and calls started 
coming in about how the song 
had affected their lives. That's 
the kind of thing that stays with 
me." 

His third album, "Love 
Lessons," yielded another four 
big radio hits. Two of those 
songs made to Keepers— T^ve 
Lessons," and Byrd's favorite 
song, "Heaven in My Woman's 
Eyes." 

"Even though it wasn't my 
biggest hit, if I had my druthers 
I'd want to be remembered for 
that song. It's my hands-down 
favorite. That's why I wanted it 
on this greatest hits album." 

In 1996, "Big Love" became

the title of Byrd's fourth MCA 
release. The soon-to-be platinum 
record also spawned his second 
paycheck cover and fastest rising 
single, "Don't Take Her She's 
All I've Go." 

In 1998, he released "I'm From 
The Country." Based on detec- 
tions from Billboard Monitor in 
the last five years, the first sin- 
gle and title cut ranks number 
five among all counu^ songs. 

'That's amazing," Byrd says. 
The song got a lot of spins and 
I think that's testament to how 
much people want to hear it. It's 
really become an anthem for 
country music and for me. I 
come from a really country pXdsx 
and I live a really country 
lifestyle. From the way I eat, to 
the hunting and fishing that I 
love, to the truck that I drive, 
country is how I was raised aid 
how I live my life." 

Rounding out 'Keepers' is an- 
other beautiful ballad, "I Wanna 
Feel That Way Again." 

"It really has seen a 'split' ca- 
reer," Byrd reflects. "My songs 
have been a mixture of romantic 
ballads and fun songs. We get 
tremendous, incredible response 
from the fans. And their judg- 
ment and opiiiion means every- 
thing." 

Byrd attributes his staying- 
power to hard work and never 
giving up. 

"Sheer stamina, endurance and 
wanting to succeed is what has 
seen us through," he said. 'There 
have been plenty of times where 
I've been disappointed about 
things in my career. But, the 
times I was excited and happy 
about my careercompletely out- 
weigh any bumps in the road."

Entice the tourists, stroke the locals. 

The $15 million Tournament Players 
Club golf course T)n Princess Anne Itoad 
that formally opens today is aiming to do 
just that by offering a challenging course 
to golf afficianados and discounts to Vir- 
ginia Beach residents. 

The 7,432-yard, par-72 course cfesigned 
by renowned architect Pete Dye is being 
packaged to attract some of the millions 
of tourists who fiock to Virginia Beach, 
as well as appeal to Hampton Roads resi- 
dents looking for a quality golf experi- 
ence that includes a clubhouse, state-of- 
the art practice facility, full service lock- 
er rooms and dining areas. 

Club managcrChris Coleman admitted 
that TPC is "testing the waters a bit" in 
the region, but he believes a high-end 
public golf course will work here. It's 
just a matter of getting the word out. 

"We have 2.7 million visitors to Vir- 
ginia Beach each year, but only half of 
the people who consider themselves avid 
golfers play golf in Virginia Beach," he 
.said. 



Coleman said the TPC believes Vir- 
ginia Beach is a viable location because 
so many people are forced to travel to 
Williamsburg to find a similar course. 

"There are more golfers — and demand 
— than golf courses," he said. "We've 
done studies that show this area has a db- 
mand for three hig^-end golf facilities. 
We're fitting that niche quite nicely." 

Whether the general public can affond 
to play hereon a regular basis remains to 
be seen. Eighteen rounds of golf on the 
public course will cost $105 between 
March and November. 

That figure drops to $90 for Beach resi- 
dents and active duty military who make 
reservations eight days in advance. 

Virginia Beach residents pay $125 for 
an annual associate membership, which 
includes up to 30 percent in discounts on 
greens fees, privileges at other TPC 
clubs across the country, and a three- 
month free PGA Tour partners member- 
ship. The fee for non-residents is $250. 

Virginia Beach residents benefit most 
because the city has made a financial

Incentives, strategies recommended 
to preserve city's historic structures

Although 650 properties in Virginia 
Beach were identified as worthy of pre- 
serving in a study made three years ago, 
attempts at saving the structures and 
buildings have been feeble. 

A report, presented to City Council at 
a workshop Tuesday, offers ways in the 
form of financial incentives that the city 
can make more headway in preserving its 
history. 

In an executive summary included in 
the report, Mark Reed, historic resources 
coordinator of the Department of Muse- 
ums and Cultural Arts, historic preserva- 
tion division, says that the existing Vir- 
ginia Beach program is considered one of 
the weakest in the state. 



C. Mac Rawls, directorof the Depart- 
ment of Museums, told council that one 
of the problems in Virginia Beach is that 
the city does not have a cluster of his- 
toric places — only a few arc next to 
each other. 

Most people don't even know about 
them, he said, and scattered around the 
city they "disappear." 

PMA Planners and Architects of New- 
port News, the consultant that prepared 
the inventory for the city, has made a 
■" study of the financial incentives for his- 
toric preservation for the city in coopera- 
tion with the city's historic preservation 
advisory team. 

A. JackStodghill, a principal with his 
son T. Jeff Stodghill in the consulting 
firm, said that tools already are available 



to improve the city's preservation pro- 
gram and recommended changes that 
would make the prdgram more attractive 
to owners of the properties that would be 
preserved. 

The report recommends a "gateway" 
program that enables owners of histori- 
cally significant properties to participate 
voluntarily in a full range of financial in- 
centives. The concepts underiying the 
program include: 

■ The establishment of a Virginia 
Beach Historic Register. 

■ Extension of the number of years a 
partial tax exemption already available 
applies. 

■ Reduction of the minimum age of 
buildings eligible for the partial tax ex- 
emption. 



■ Extension of the tax exemption to 
other categories of buildings included in 
the state law. 

■ Acceleration of the application of 
partial tax exemptions. 

■ Allowing the use of the cost method 
as an option for determining the allow- 
able lax exemption for rehabilitation of 
qualified buildings. 

The tax exemption would be based 
on rehabilitation costs rather than the in- 
crease in tax assessment and would en- 
courage owners to make improvements 
that upgrade and maintain buildings even 
though they may produce no increase in 
the tax value.

The Lone Sailor stands with 
white hat squared and hands sutv 
merged deep in the pockets of his 
unbuttoned peacoat on Pennsylva- 
nia Avenue midway t)e^veen the 
White House and the Capitol in 
Washington, D.C. 

He is easily recognized as the 7- 
foot bronze statue created by Stan- 
ley E. Bleifield for the U.S. Navy 
Memorial that is constructed 
around him. If you stand silent 
beside him he may communicate to 
you in the spirit of the Navy. 

"I represent all the sailors of the 
U.S. Navy since 1775. I sailed on 
the U.S.S. Constitution and every 
vessel proudly commissioned in 
the Naval Service. It is blood spilt 
by my shipmates and brothers in 
arms that provided the red in 'OW 
Glory' and have kept it waving 
proudly above our nation of free 
people. 

"Blended in my bronze are arti- 
facts from eight Navy ships; cop- 
per sheeting, spikes, hammock 
hooks, brass voice tube, a cof^pa 
bolt and section of railing. 

"These have been touched and 
cared for by men, most no longer 
alive, whose service was crucial to 
the protection of our liberties. It is 
with great pride that I have tccdved 
them as part of me. 



"I have had many visitors here at 
the Memorial. Small children at 
their father's hands have looked at 
me and asked their father, 'Daddy is 
that you? Is that a statue of you?' 
In their innocence they have caught 
their father's, and my spirit. 

"These small children as yet do 
not understand the passionate crav- 
ing for freedom that created our 
country, 'One Nation, Indivisible 
Under God.' Some day they may 
share that craving and due to the 
frailties of men have to arise to (fe- 
fend it. may they serve honorably 
as those before them have served. 

"I can read the hearts and minds 
of those, who like yourself pause 
to visit with me. I arouse vision of 
their past. For the sailor, I see him 
recall memories of long watches at 
sea, of the friendship of shipmates, 
of the storms that heave and pitch 
their ship so small in a sea so 
large, violent and unforgiving. The 
shore leaves in friendly ports far 
from home, the roar of guns in bat- 
tle. 

"For the family members I revive 
memories of tearful dq)aituies, 
long separations and cheerful le- 
unions. For some there is a restir- 
ring of the pain and emptiness cre- 
ated by the natures of sea and war 
that returned only remains or noth- 
ing... 

"This memorial is for all who 



serve, but my shipmates can also 
be remembered as individuals. Just 
a short distance from me is a Navy 
Log; their pictures, names aid 
dates of service can be entered for 
all those who follow to see. 

"Notice that I have been phiced 
near the edge of a circular map of 
the world which has the United 
States as its center. The land is of 
gray granite from Deer Island, 
Maine, and the water of blue gran- 
ite from Laurentide, Canada. I shall 
remain here as a reminder of those 
who even now arc watching over 
our counuy far from home. 

"Thank you for listening to one 
who looks so young but is com- 
posed of artifacts from ships serv- 
ing at our nation's birth. 

"Before you leave, please take a 
mortent to read the inscription on 
the maps compass. It says why 
this fine memorial is here."

It is unacceptable for Clinton- 
bashers to attack ourpolicy in Kosovo 
simply because they oppose the presi- 
dent, no matter what the issue. All 
Americans, including these 
naysayers, have a patriotic duty to 
answer the critical questions that 
Milosovec's actions in Kosovo im- 
pose on our nation at the dawn of the 
21st century. 

When is it appropriate for America 
to stand up to a fascist regime that 
murders, rapes, pillages and plunders 
with impunity in the heart of Europe? 
After it spreads to Montenegro or to 
Macedonia — or shall we wait until 
the armed conflict rages in our NATO 
allied states of Greece. Turkey or 
Hungary? 

Even then, we could hold back 
until it sucks in the remaining Balkan 
states and Poland, which assuredly 
would bring in the neighboring states 
of Russia, Italy and Germany. Is that 
when it is time to take a stand, or 
should we wait forittouembroil France 
and England? 

Those who think this could never 
happen know absolutely nothing 
about how the assassination in 
Sarajevoof an Austrian archduke heir 
in 1914 turned into a world war in 
less than three months — a war we 
remained convinced we could avoid 



for the next two and one-half years as 
the conflict deepened and broadened 
throughout the world. 

Then, of course, there is the ap- 
peasement policy engaged in by the 
western democracies in the 1930s, 
deluding themselves that the fascist 
regifhes of both Italy and Germany 
had no bearing on the rest of Europe. 
After all, they were merely sovereign 
nations pursuing their own internal 
policies. 

So what if they murdered or de- 
ported thousands of their unwanted 
citizens into neighboring states. Of 
what concern was the religious big- 
otry that fueled their policy of ethnic

cleansing to the other Europe states, 
never mind to the United States far 
removed across the Atlantic? 

Of course, appeasement got a little 
trickier when their Aryan brothers 
(over which everyone by default had 
agreed the German government had 
an ethnic right to govern) included 
German minorities living across the 
international borders drawn at 
Versailles. But the European powers 
found a way to allow greater Ger- 
many to expand until it was too late 
and Poland was no more. 

Even then, it was not America's 
problem — we had learned the lesson 
in World War I not to be dragged into 
a bloodbath among European nations 
who were simply incapable of living 
peacefully with one another. Once 
again, we stood by, allowing the war 
to deepen and spread across the globe 



until it became a matter of life-or- 
death survival for America itself 

That is the real history of the first 
half of the 20th century. So what 
broke the pattern and prevented the 
third global conflict in the second 
half — NATO, that's what! NATO 
said, "Never again in Europe." and 
the United States as its leader and 
founder saw to it that it kept that 
promise for 50 years. 

Leaving aside the obvious fact that 
America stands for nothing if it does 
not stand against genocide, the United 
States cannot remain the leader of 
NATO (or even a member) if it turns 
its back on Milosovec's "Greater 
Serbia" fascist aggression in the 
Balkans. 

"So gel out of NATO." the critics 
cry. "Who needs it — now that we 
have won the Cold War?" Everyone 
taking such a stance must be pre- 
pared to share the super-power stage 
with a new united Europe. Obviously. 
NATO is essential to the security of 
Europe, and if America is now un- 
willing to lead and provide its mili- 
tary muscle. Europe has no choice 
but to amass equivalent of our mili- 
tary power to keep the peace across 
its continent. 

Of course, America'sown national 
security would require it to keep pace 
with Europe, and the arms race could 
begin anew, with Russia either in the 
new European super-power or sepa- 
rately arming against it. Who knows 
on which side Russia would come 
down if America was no longer the 
proclaimed leader of the western 
worid?

I often tell others about Danny 
Flynn, a young Marine. His story 
helps me reaffirm a young person's 
faith in the perseverance of a fiee 
people. 

Private First Class Flynn drive a 
personnel carrier during the War in 
Vietnam. He had been in Vietnam 
for 19 days when he volunteered to 
take a sick buddy's tour of duty. 
On that fateful night, may 25, 
1968, a Cambodian rocket killed 
Flynn. He was 20 years old. 

Flynn was a native of Kings 
P^, N.Y. He was buried with full 
milituy honors at Pinelawn Ceme- 
t«y tho-e. He was awaded int Pur- 
ple Hew posthumously. A Kings 
Park baseball field was named in 
his honor. But the most important 
triiMite to Flynn is csried out by a 



local middle school. They keep 
hope alive by leaching young peo- 
ple how important Memorial Day 
is. 

Every year, fifth and sixth graders 
write letters to Flynn's mother. 

The children of that mkUle 
school wouldn't understand Memo- 
rial Day if someone hadn't taught 
them that freedom isn't free. They 
continue to learn that America's 
fallen heroes expressed their faith 
in democracy by committing the 
most selfless act of all. 

Each of us must instill in young 
people the importance of Memorial 
Day. We should also ask God — in 
our daily prayers — to continue to 
bless America. If we do these 
things, America's faith in freectom. 
justice and democracy will remain 
intact. So. too. will the blanket of 
freedom that our honorral dead be- 
queathe to us.

Gun control 
doesn't just 
mean handguns 

Little Miss Manners Rosie 
O'Donnell, the obese television talk 
show host, last week blindsided her 
guest, m ovie actor To m Selleck. into 
an argument 
over gun 
control 
which he was 
not prepared 
to discuss — 
and politely 
told her so at 
the start of 
the program. 
Selleck, a 
member of 
the National 
Rifle Asso- 
ciation, told 
O'Donnell 
that he was 
not the 
oi^ganizatkm's 
spokesman, 
which 
should have put an end to it. But 
O'Donnell persisted and did every- 
thing she could to embarrass Selleck. 
But O'Donnell herself had not done 
her homework on gun control and 
was apparently at the time unaware 
that one of her biggest sponsors was 
K-Mart. which does a thriving busi- 
ness in shotguns, rifles, ammunition, 
knives and gas-operated barbecue 
grills (which can be converted to 
bombs). 

Later when she was confronted with 
that fact, she responded by saying, 
"Well, they don't sell handguns." 

It is very interesting that "hand- 
guns" played a very small part in the 
shootings atCoioradoand inConyers, 
Ga. A sawed-off shotgun, rifles and 
homemade bombs were used in Colo- 
rado. Meanwhi le, the shooter i n Geor- 
gia slipped a rifle up his pants leg and 
carried it into the school. All of the 
autopsies are not complete, but so far 
preliminary reports speak very little 
about damage done with a handgun. 
I disagreed with the National Rifle 
Association, when they held their 
planned conferencein Denver so soon 
after the shootings. It was not in good 
taste and no excuse is acceptable. I 
disagree with the NRA when they try 
to defend the need for a TEC-DC9 or 
any handgun that can fire 300 rounds 
a minute. 

I do believe, however, that every 
American should own or have thi^ 
right to own a firearm in their homes 
for protection or to carty one on one' s 
person if they have a permit. The 
streets are not safe. You are at the 
mercy of the lawbreaker if you don't 
have some protection. 

If children aren't safe in their 
schools, are you safe in your home? 
The police will tell you that they 
can't be everywhere at once, so that 
puts us on our own. doesn't it?

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Lifeguards are the beach's 
safeguard during summer

There are many events which mark 
the arrival of the summer season. The 
trees start to bloom, the parking meters 
are installed in the resort area, and 
finally, lifeguard stands appear on 
the beaches. 
The city of 
Virginia 
Beach has 
provided life- 
guard ser- 
vices at key 
beach areas 
for many 
years. Life- 
guards are 
stationed on 
the Resort 
Beach (1st - 
41st streets), 
Croatan and 
Pendleton 
Surfing Ar- 
eas, Fort 
Story (Friday 
through 
Monday), 
57th Street, 
Sandbridge and Little Island Park. 

The responsibility for these areas 
is divided between three companies 
who are contracted by the city. Over- 
sight is provided by the Department 
of Emergency Medical Services. 

Even though the guards are em- 
ployed by private companies, they 
are structured to completely integrate 
with the city's police, fire and EMS 
personnel. 

This "systems thinking" approach 
provides greatly enhanced safety and 
service to beach-goers. 

For example, if a person needs 
medical assistance on the beach, life- 
guard-EMT's will respond. These 
medics are trained and equipped un- 
der the same standards as our volun- 
teer rescue squads. The lifeguard su- 
pervisors have radios which are on 
the same channels as police, fire and 
EMS. They can speak directly to the 
responding ambulance. 

Each guard must complete an ap- 
proved lifeguard course as well as 
training in CPR, first aid and cus- 
tomer relations. Supervisors are 
trained to the EMT level. A demand- 
ing physical fitness test must also be 
passed before any guard can work the 
beach. All basic standards are man- 
dated and monitored by Department 
of EMS staff. The lifeguard services 
maintain an array of emergency 
equipment. Each stand has basic wa- 
ter rescue and first aid gear. Supervi- 
sors have trucks, kayaks and jet skis 
readily available. 

You might be surprised to know 
that lifeguards answer many calls for 



service other than assisting swim- 
mers in distress. In fact, water res- 
cues accounted for only 37 percent of 
all public assistance cases in 1998. 
Managing lost and found children 
provides more than half of the 
workload of the supervisors. On the 
resort strip last year, lifeguards re- 
unit^ more than 7(X) children with 
their parents. Guards also provide 
medical aid to nearly 200 citizens 
and guests. 

Without the lifeguard services, 
existing police and EMS resources 
would be overwhelmed at the ocean- 
front. 

Lifeguards are on duty 9:30 a.m. to 
6 p.m. daily. While minimum staff- 
ing starts in mid-May on the Resort 
Beach, the primary manning runs 
from Memorial Day weekend through 
Labor Day weekend. There are also 
beach patrols during the shoulder 
season from mid-September until

Neptune Fest weekend. This extra 
coverage was added by City Council 
last year to further enhance safety 
during this popular beach period. 

All citizens of Virginia Beach ben- 
efit from the services provided by 
their lifeguards. While the guards 
obviously provide a sense of safety 
and security , there are intangible gains 
as well. For example, lifeguards are 
frequently the first "local officials" 
encountered by tourist. They truly 
must act as city ambassadors and 
provide a positive image of the com- 
munity. The professional service they 
provide is a significant contribution 
to the economic vitality of the city.

It's the quiet ones who go about their work 
helping others with little fanfare and no 
expectation of rewards. 

Emmett Bunch is one of these individuals. 

A resident of Chesapeake's Western 
Branch, Bunch has vqlunteered with 
Special Olympics for moi^c than 15 yeare. 
He spends three hours a week coaching 
various sports throughout the year for the 
Virginia Beach program, plus participates in 
parades and other social activities. 

"The reason I got involved is because my 
son Barry is in Special Olympics," said 
Bunch, material control supervisor for 
Virginia Natural Gas. 

"I started off with Chesapeake when he 
was in the school system. Then Barry 
graduated and couldn't participate anymore 
because it's through the school system. 

"We were in Richmond at the time for a 
state tournament when I saw Bob Miller, 
president of Virginia Beach Special 
Olympics. I told him it would be the last 
time we'd see him. But he said to bring 
Barry to Virginia Beach because it wasn't 
through the schools. I carried Barry to his 
first practice there in 1988." 

They've been with, the program at the 
resort city ever since. 

At first Bunch was just a supportive parent 
who sat on the sidelines cheering for his 
son. But seeing the need for program 
volunteers, he offered to lend a hand. 

"From there it mushroomed. I started 
helping them with soccer, basketball, 
bowling, track and field, you name it," he 
said. 

From September through June, Bunch is 
on the courts and in the fields giving it his 
all. He gets just a two-month break during 
summer's dog days, then it's back to 
business in the fall. 

The program has about 200 athletes 
overall, and their home base is Plaza 
Middle School for Saturday practice. 

Bunch would rather be there or on the 
road with the Special Olympians each 
weekend than anywhere else. 

"The more I do, the better it is and the 
more love I have for the athletes.," he said. 

Honored recently by VOLUNTEER 
Hampton Roads for his work with the 
organization, Bunch beams when he talks 
about the success stories among his 
athletes. Like a proud papa, Bunch enjoys 
sharing the victories of the people he 
coaches. 

"Can I tell you a couple of stories? There 
*/aS tfiis girf inf Soccer Skills that stands out 

— a moment I'll always remember. All year 
long at practice we had a kick-and-punt 
practice with four comers and two cones set 
up with the ball in the middle. In a timed 
event, you have to go around and kick four 
balls through the cones. She'd always get a 
ball through the first two cones — just one 

— but no others. She did this all year. 

"So she got picked to go to the state 
soccer tournament in Roanoke. Well, there 
was kick-and-punt. I thought, 'Oh man. 
she'll get it through the first two cones and 
no more.' She kicked through the first one 
and got it. I screamed. Then she did the 
second. I was going crazy. Then the third 
and fourth! She got all four balls in and won 
a gold medal. I couldn't believe it. It was 
the first time she'd ever gotten all four." 

On another occasion a young woman was 
picked to compete in standing long jump. 
There were only three people in the event, 
guaranteeing automatic gold, silver and 
bronze medals. 

"I knew that, but she didn't know that," 
said Bunch. "When they called her name 
for the bronze medal, she was so happy that 
sh came running, jumped on me, threw her 
arms around me and yelled, 'Look coach! 
Look what I got!' Tears were coming out of 
her eyes." 

Moments like that make it all worth it for 
Bunch. 

He wishes more people would see it that 
way. Burch said there is a critical need for 
ongoing volunteers. There are eight to 10 at 
the core of the program now, though many 
more help out on one-time occasions. 

"We need volunteers badly. We'll have 
someone and all of a sudden they get 
transferred because of the military," he 
lamented. "Plus, we're having a problem 
getting more military folks to help us." 

He continued, "It's the greatest 
organization ever — the athletes, the 
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volunteers. Everyone who is involved gives 
it their all." 

Especially Bunch, whose accolades keep 
adding up. He's was honored with the Spirit 
of Special Olympics award in 1998-99 and 
earned Coach of the Year in 1991-92. The 
Bunches were named Special Olympics 
Family of the Year in 1986-87. 

Other honored include the P. Lee Starkley 
Community Service and G.J. Tankersley 
Community Service awards. 

A member of the Peninsula Ski Club, 
Bunch attends Jackson Memorial Baptist 
Church in Chesapeake.

) Scott Gordon never really iq)pre- 
j dated the Owls Creek Salt Marsh 
j as a young man other than know- 
I ing it was his favorite fishing spot. 
I The ospreys flying overhead and 
j the microscopic zoo plankton lurk- 
j ing deep beneath the water's surface 
held no fascination for the Virginia 
Beach man until recently, when he 
volunteered to be part of the crew 
for The Coastal Explorer, 

The 47-by-l4-footflat-bottom«l 
pontoon boat gives visitors to the 
Virginia Marine Science Museum a 
unique view of the creek, the last 
undeveloped salt marsh in Virginia 
Beach with direct access to the At- 
lantic Ocean. 

Gordon helped visitors board fAe 
Explorer on Saturday for a 30- 
minute tour down the creek and 
into the Rudcc Inlet, one of several 
trips scheduled over the course of 
the day.

The trips should provide a new 
perspective on one of the area's 
most distinctive wildlife habitats, 
according to tour interpreter Mark 
Jennings of Norfolk, a museum 
employee who narrates the tours. 

Owls Creak already serves as a 
nursery to many kinds of fish such 
as the butterfly fish, croaker, 
speckled trout and manhaden. 

The manhaden are one of the 
most commercially important 
species in the creek because of its 
use in fertilizers, dog food and 
other products. 

The area is part of the mid- 
Atlantic "flyway," where black 
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ducks, buffleheads, swans, Canadi- 
an geese, egrets and herons and 
other birds migrate from anJund the 
world. 

Museum staffers even spotted a 
bald eagle a few months ago. Jen- 
nings said 

Owls Creek also is home to 
more than 400 species of Insects, 
as well as nine species of mam- 
mals like the white-tailed deer, fox 
and river otter. 

Visitors have seen a bottlenose 
dolphins and manatee in these wa- 
ters. 

Gordon, who is married to the 
boat's captain, Virginia Beach's 
Alesia G. Lozito, was hooked aAer 
his first ride. 

"I leamtKi a lot of things on this 
vessel," said Gordon, "There are a 
lot of different species of fish and 
birds. When I was younger, I used 
to come out here and go fishing. I 
didn't know anything about it." 

Lo/ito said patrons hod the same 
reaction. 

"Everybody seemed to really like 
it." she said. "It's peaceful sur- 
roundings — all nature." 

The tours started May 1 5, but 
Saturday was the first sunny day 
for the crew of three — Gotxlon, 
Lo/,iio and Jennings, whose main 
role is that of educator for the chil- 
dren visiting the facility. 

"Most people are pretty knowl- 
edgeable now and ask pretty goou 
questions." Jennings said. 

Saturday, he served as narrator, 
giving the 10 visitors a brief histo- 
ry of the creek's evolution. In 
1 927, a culvert was cut connecting 
Rudce Inlet to Owls Creek, creat- 
ing a salt water estuary. The creek 
is now noted for having the highest 
salinity level of any marsh on the 
Virginia mainland. 

Jennings said many local resi- 
dents were unaware of the marsh's 
salty history. 

"It's the same as you would find 
out in the ocean," he said. "They 
just assumed that's the way the 
system had always been." 

Whether the ecosystem stays that 
way depends largely on the muse- 
um's efforts to expand its physical 
plant. Though a $35 million addi- 
tion was completed two years ago, 
Jennings said the land surrounding 
the museum needs to be preserved 
for wildlife to flourish. That initia- 
tive is part of Phase III. which is 
still in the planning.

Residential and commercial ±- 
velopment has reduced the size of 
the original marsh to 100 acres 
from the original 2,000. 

"The salt marsh is one of the 
most productive ecosystems in the 
world," Jennings said. "That's why 
wc have to be careful about devel- 
opment." 

Jennings said the U.S. Navy, 
which uses land adjoining the 
creek, recently showed its commit- 
ment to wildlife preservation by 
creating a sea wall with sea grass 
and granite. 

He said the wall is a vital buffer 
zone between the maritime forest 
and the shoreline. 

With the Navy's involvement 
and the museum's continued inter- 
est, Jennings is enthusiastic about 
the future of the creek — and the 
boat tours. He said Monday that 
more than 100 people went for a 
boat ride over the weekend. 

"We've had real good comments 
so far," he said. "It's Just going 
some time to get more people." 

Tours are $3 per pcrrson and 
$2.50 for museum members. No 
reservations are necessary; tickets 
can he purchased at the dock on the 
day of the cruise. Call 425-FISH 
for information.

Juvenile detention costs over budget

City Council has appropriated an 
additional $835,110 for the Vir- 
ginia Beach Court Service Unit to 
cover the costs of yicrcased usage 
for secure, non-secure and outreach 
detention services for juveniles as 
ordered by the court, 

The funds will be taken from the 
general fund reserve for contingen- 
cies in the 1998-99 budget. 

At a council work session Tues- 
day preceding the formal session 
when the funds were approved. Ju- 
venile and Domestic Relations 
Court Judges 'The drainage ditch is 
taking my Woodrow Lewis Jr. and 
Patricia L.West explained the ita- 
sons for the increase. West said 
that many of the children before the 
court have mental health problems 
but that these are presented to the 
court in the form of criminal prob- 
lems. 

Lewis said the court has no con- 
trol over who comes to them. 

According to staff re- 
ports, the number of juveniles 
being diverted from court and the 
number of juveniles coming before 
the court have increased. The 
court's first concern is insuring 
safeguards and services to the chikl 
and family are in place before a 
child who may pose a threat to 



public safety is returned to the 
community. Alternate and less 
costly solutions to secure detention 
are used as often as possible and in- 
clude less secure shelter care facili- 
ties such as Salem House and Cri- 
sis Intervention Home and d^n- 
tion outreach programs. 

The approved 1998-99 budget in- 
cludes $1,750,450 for 17.505 se- 
cure detention days but the projec- 
tion to the need of the year is 
22,667 at a cost of $2,268,367. 
The additional appropriation in- 
cludes an addition $517,917. 

Funding was provided in the bud- 
get of $753,925 as the local match 
for 25,968 non-secure, outreach ds- 
tcntion and post-dispositional ser- 
vice days with the remaining $2.26 
million derided from the state. Ac- 
tual u.sage is projected at 40,917 
days with anticipated total costs of 
$3.33 million exceeding budgeted 
amounts by $317,193. 

Lewis said that no all the chil- 
dren coming into the court system 
are at-risk kids. The children com- 
ing in charged with violent crimes, 
threats, knocking down mail boxes 
come from good neighborhoods, 
too. "We don't have a lot of it- 
sources to waste and have to get to 
the bottom line quickly. The kids 
have come to know they can make 
any excuse." 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 



said thai some study should be 
given to getting the families to pay 
for the cost of incarceration. She 
said the increases are sizable. She 
said that the council is not critical 
of what the court system is doing 
— the council had r^uestedan ex- 
planation of the why the costs in- 
creased. 

West said that in some cases 
families are expected for certain ser- 
vices. She said that attempts ate 
made to keep families involved. 
Bruce E. Bright, director of the 
court service unit, said that for 
some services parents pay what 
they can afford to pay, 

Lewis said that in most cases one 
parent shows up in court, but that 
the court tries to identify the un- 
known parent. Even if a parent 
does not have custody of the child, 
he or she has an obligation. 

He said that the real effort should 
be made at birth, stopping them 
iBwly. 

West said that in Boston strid» 
were made in reducing the number 
of court cases by making adults ac- 
countable. 



Bright said that the Virginia 
Beach Health Department is operat- 
ing a program for infants at risk. 
Some of the efforts are toward pro- 
moting bonding with parents. 

As to bomb threats, the system 
does not know how to respond be- 
cause it doesn't know what the 
children will do, Bright said. 

City Manager James K. Spore 
said that by the time the juveniles 
are in court, it is too late. And, in 
just looking at the demographics of 
the city, the city is seeing only the 
tip of the iceberg, he said. 

All of the programs are wonder- 
ful, said Mayor Meyera Obemdorf, 
but the city has to go to the tax- 
payers to pay for them. 

Lewis presented one day in secure 
detention (at the Tidewater Deten- 
tion Home in Chesapeake), which 
included a variety of charges from 
nusdemeanors, felonies and failure 
to go to school to post- 
dispositional cases sentenced to ds- 
tention for violating court aders. 
Four were in detention for making 
bomb threats.

Legends still lure local lore lovers

Over the years, few local history 
programs, if any, have been as gen- 
erally well received by area resi- 
dents as Legends of the Beach. 

Fewer have commanded the en- 
during loyalty of local history en- 
thusiasts, and no local event relat- 
ing to matters of antiquity has ever 
been better organized. 

It came as no surprise to anyone 
that a little wet weather failed to 
dampen the spirits of the inter- 
preters and visitors to the annual 
program at the Francis Land 
House. 

Credit the perennial success of 
the Legends program, rain or shine, 
to the cast of talented interpreters 
and dedicated volunteers that Vicki 
Harvey, museum education special- 
ist at the Land House, has invari- 
ably managed to assemble year 
after year. 

""Most of these people here aie 
professionals, so they know how 
to handle any situation," Harvey 
explained. 

"And we're fortunate at the Land 
House because we have such a big 
facility, bigger than most historic 
houses would have," she said. "So 
I've been able to move everything 
inside and everybody's working to- 
gether aria everybody seems to be 
having a good time." 

While the Legends of the Beach 
program was designed to appeal to 
the general public, there is a partic- 
ular accent on topics related to Vir- 
ginia Be^h history studied by third 
grade students. 

During the last four years, the 
popular program has expanded in 
scope and has attracted increasing 
numbers of children and adults. 

"It's grown. Each year we try to 
add new elements to it, and we try 
to find different people," Harvey 
noted. "Once you get to a certain 
point, it stays pretty much the 
same." 

Ben Cherry, who portrays the no- 
torious pirate Blackbeard, has been 
a perennial favorite over the years. 

"Ben has been here from North 
Carolina every year and wouldn't 
miss it," said Harvey. 

Cherry's portrayal of this bold 
buccaneer at the Land House is 
fierce yet fun. Cherry seems to be 
enjoyii^ himself as much as the 
visitors who delight in watching 
his antics as he gesticulates, mugs, 
and signs autographs throughout 
the evening. 

He thoroughly enjoys his annual 
visits to the Land House. "It al- 
ways brings out .a good cross sec- 
tion of different kinds of people 
that Virginia Beach has in it," he 
said. 

"Because of the military and the 
different industries in the area, I get 
to meet and chat with people from 
all different walks of life," observed 
Cherry. "A lot of their stories arc 
as interesting as mine, so I like to 
come back to the Land House," he 
added. 

Of course, no program which has 
Virginia Beach-Princess Anne 
County history as its focus could 
be complete without Grace Sher- 
wood, the fabled Witch of Pungo. 
Visitors received a first-hand ac- 
count of the trials and tribulations 
of accused witch, Grace Sherwood, 
courtesy of volunteer Irene Halle. 

"You may see me as a wrinkled 
old crone," recalled Grace, "but in 
my day, I turned the head of many 
a young man." 

Visitors, young and old, seoned 
spellbound by Halle's first person 
account of the Witch of Pungo. 

"I think this is a marvelous pro- 
gram," said Halle. "It's diverse, and 
the people seemed to have enjoyed 
it a great deal." She added, "I am 
very happy to have been invited to 
take part in this evening." 

Guests have also traditionally 
been treated to Willie Baldown's 
account, as William "Beny" Jenk- 
ins, of the Battle Off the C^ks 
which forced Lord Comwallis' sur- 
render to Washington at Yorklown. 

Eyewitness Jenkins tells of how 
the French fleet commanded by Ad- 
miral De Grasse defeated the British 
fleet commanded by Admir^ 
Thomas Graves, winning control 
of the Chesapeake Bay and cutting 
off Comwallis' escape to the sea. 

"I think that it is a glorious 
thing that in one spot there is so 
much Virginia Beach history, so 
much Princess Anne County histo- 
ry," c4»ervedBal(terson. "Italics 
be wrapped up together — tl» Bat- 
tle for the Capes. Cape Henry, the 
Witch of Pungo. and the battle dur- 
ing the War of 1812 in Norfolkr" 

"There's a attempt to bring it to- 
gether here at the Land House. It's 
nice to find it in one place," said 
Bald»son. "This ties into, I think, 
a lot of social studies cunicuilims, 
if people will only take advantage 
of it," headed.

Throughout the years, the De- 
partment of African-American and 
Presentations of the Colonial 
Williamsburg Foundation has made 
invaluable contributions to the 
Legends program. Rose McAphee, 
James Ingram, Robert, Watson, and 
Kathaleen Holiday shared their his- 
torical expertise on African- 
Americans of the 18th century with 
Land House guests. 

At the Land House, Harvey has 
tried to make the story of African- 
Americans come alive. With the 
help, support, and suggestions that 
she has received from Colonial 
Williamsburg, she has succeeded. 

"We try to come back whenever 
she (Vicki Harvey) invites us. If 
we can, we come because we al- 



ways feel so welcome here," said 
CWF's Rose McAphee. "They're 
doing so many wonderful things 
here." 

"I really enjoyed it. It flowed re- 
ally well," said McAphee. "The 
kids seemed like they had a very, 
very good time. We had things 
that we could involve them in and 
they got excited about it." noted 
McAphee. 

"And we could draw energy from 
them. As the kids get energy, we 
get energy," she said. "We had a 
good lime." 

Bob Harvey, ship carver, was on 
hand to tell the story of the wreck 
of the Norwegian bark Dictator 
which was pounded into fragments 
by mountainous breakers off of 
Virginia Beach on March 27, 1891.

"The wife of the first mayor of 
the city happened to be on the 
beach when the figureheacl washed 
up after the wreck," Harvey related. 
"She got some guys together, and 
they hauled it up and stuck it there 
next to the Princess Anne Hotel." 

Harvey's half-size, basswood 
replica of the Dictator's figurehead, 
a work in progress, provoked ques- 
tions from visitors and prompted 
Harvey to share the story of the 
Norwegian Lady with those who 
inquired. 

"The story that goes along with 



the wreck of the Dictator is so 
good that I had always wanted to do 
one (figurehead)," said Harvey. 
"The Mariners Museum a few years 
ago had an exhibit called 'The Art 
of the Shipcarver" and that was the 
perfect excuse to start it." 

Apparently, the Legends of the 
Beach program at the Land House 
sacrificed little to the weather. 
Once inside the Land House, visi- 
tors — caught up in the varied, 
well-planned agenda — were obliv- 
ious to the outside dampness and 
drizzle.

commitment of its own. investing 
about $|.5 million for improve- 
ments and infrastructure at the site 
through the Tourism Growth In- 
vestment Fund (TGIF), funds gen- 
erated by hotel taxes, part of the 
restaurant meal tax and admissions 
taxes. 

The city will own the land and 
lease it to the Virginia Beach De- 
velopment Authority, which in 
turn will lease it to TPC at 
$300,000 yearly for 40 years. 

'The city of Virginia Beach is re- 
sponsible for a portion of the fund- 
ing and that is one of the reasons 
why we offer the citizens of Vir- 
ginia Beach a significant discount," 
Coleman said. 

Area employment should get a 
boost in the arm from the new fa- 
cility as well. Coleman said the 
course will employ 75 people with 
an estimated payroll of $1.5 mil- 
lion for the remainder of 1999 
alone. 

Financial aspects aside, the 



course should present a challenge 
to most golfers because of its 
length. The TPC tried to accom- 
modate the average golfer by plac- 
ing five sets of tees at each hole. 

"It's extremely long, but we do 
offer five sets of tees so you can 
shorten the course to match your 
ability level," Coleman said. "Five 
holes are very exposed to the wind, 
but any golf course plays more dif- 
ficult in the wind."

One of the pickers, Mike Reid, 
traveled from Windsor with his 
family to pick the spring bounty. 

"It's a nice day to get out with 
your family," said Reid. "Strawber- 
ry picking is fun and the results are 
delicious — spending time with 
your friends and family and eating 
fresh strawberries. 

"On weekends, my family picks 
things to do and strawberry picking 
happens to be one of them. It is 
more fun to pick strawberries than 
buy them in the store. You know 
what you're getting and get to 
spend lime outdoors." 

Back at BrookdaleFarm, Francis 
Bitzan of Chesapeake and his 8- 
year-old daughter, Nicole, were 
seeking juicy betries to bring 
home. 

"Right now, the weather's not 
too bad," said Bitzan, "but it's 
starting to get hot."

"It's nice to get out," said Bitzan. 
"Picking fresh ones is a good way 
to spend an afternoon, plus they 
taste so much better. 

At Culpeper Farms in the Great

strawberries. The family lives in

"It's hot today," said the mother

Land House 
opens trail 
delving history

"The rain that had fallen across 
Hampton Roads for days stopped in 
the eariy morning, and the sun 
began to shine almost serendipi- 
tously as the opening of the Fran- 
cis Land House History Park open- 
ing ceremony got under way. 

Gentle breezes blowing Arough 
cenbiries-old sycamores and stcnies- 
high loblolly pines, as well as 
songs from robins and other birds, 
competed with guest speakers. 
Under a canopy of greenery, city 
officials spoke to a crowd of more 
than 100 about the 3.5 wooded acre 
park, which seemed far away from 
the busy Virginia Beach Boulevard 
and 1-264 it is nestled between. 

The Kemps Landing Magnet 
School Beginning Band provided a 
musical accompaniment. 

"This area is much like the land 
was when Francis Land first settled 
here," said Francis Land House 
Historic Site and Gardens Adminis- 
U^tor Mark A. Reed. "It is a wild, 
wet, and wooded area that will offer 
visitors a glimpse into the past." 

The park encompasses a site pur- 
chased by the city in 1975 as part 
of the Frances Land House acquisi- 
tion. The area features a wooded 
wetland and marsh where the Pine 
Tree Branch once flowed. 

Keeping with a natural theme, 
the trail is a combination of wood- 
ed decking and crushed gravel sur- 
faces. Skirting the northern edge of 
the wetland, visitors can enjoy na- 
ture along a handicap accessible 
path. 

"Visitors will enjoy the serenity 
of the setting while viewing large 
trees, native plants, and numerous 
marsh and woodland birds," said 
Reed. "Interpretive signs will ex- 
amine historical themes that relate 
to to waterways, nature, and the 
Land House." 

He said throughout the year pro- 
grams will be offoed, showing the 
significance of the land to Native 
Americans and early Colonialists. 
Reed noted that seasonal cycles for 
both plants and animals will make 
visits to the park a constant oppor- 
tunity for discovery. 

Throughout the day volunteers 
staffed interpretive stations, ex- 
plaining to visitors the significance 
of native plants within the park,

and the importance of the land to 
Native Americans. A Colonial nat- 
uralist greeted guests, and a Colo- 
nial woodworker showed off his 
crafl. 

Guy Friddell, a the Virginian- 
Pilot columnist who frequently 
writes about nature, was guest 
speaker during the opening cere- 
mony. 

"As I walk around this park, I 
have reflected on my youth and in- 
volvement with the outdoors," he 
said. 'This is a wonderful place to - 
come, a place where you can come, 
see nature, and be refreshed. I am 
glad to see this lovely green space 
rather than a parking lot or another 
strip mall. We need to strive fa- 
more places like this." 

"What a wonderful opportunity 
for residents to come and enjoy 
walking in a beautiful wetland 
area," said Virginia Beach Mayor 
Meyera E. Obemdorf. "This is 
truly an asset to the city and it's 
citizens." 

She noted that unlike most other 
parks in the city, this one offers a 
more passive recreational expai- 
ence and has no ballfields or play- 
ground equipment. 

The park is a joint venture of the 
Department of Museums and Cul- 
tural Arts and the Department of 
Parks and Recreation. It is the first 
project to be completed as a Her- 
itage Resources component of the 
Virginia Beach Outdoors Plan. It 
was funded through the Capital Im- 
provements Program budget of the 
parks and recreation department. 

A path leading from the Land 
House to the park features a border 
of memorial brick pavers, on sale 
by the Friends of the Francis Land

Top teacher's lessons linger after class

LeBoeuf knew early what life 
held for her. 

Just across the road from her 
home was Hunt School, a two- 
room schoolhouse for African- 
American children. Named for 
her great-grandfather, the school 
still stands today as testament to 
his "determination that black 
kids get an education, too — 
even with no electricity, no 
running water, none of that." 

At age 4 — still too young to 
attend class — LeBoeuf would 
dress up in her mother's pumps 
and stockings, march across the 
street and sit behind a desk. 
When LeBoeuf got older, she'd 
invite other children to her home 
after school to — what else — 
play school. 

"At 6 years old I had all the 
neighborhood children upstairs 
playing school. Mama said even 
then I was strict from the start. I 
guess I was always going to be a 
teacher," she laughed. 

LeBoeuf s mother, who 
recently passed away, was the 
inspiration for her daughter's 
decision to enter special 
ediKation. For yean she cami for 
LeBoeuf s handicapped brother 
with patience am) love. 

Named Teacher of the Year 



earlier this month during a 
surprise visit by Superintendent 
of Schools Dr. Timothy Jenney, 
LeBoeuf s first thoughts were of 
her mother. 

'The first thing I thought about 
was my mom, who passed away 
in July. All of a sudden it was a 
flashback of mom and 'I wish you 
were here.' But I knew she was 
here to see this. 

"Mama and I always had this 
thing for the Big Dipper — we 
said that if we were ever 
separated we could look at the 
Big Dipper and talk to each 
other. That night I chatted with 
her through the Big Dipper. She 
saw me through school, my 
educational career, everything. 
She was the number one person 
in my life." 

LeBoeuf also credits a strong 
value system — the premise of 
her teaching — to Mom. 

Stepping into her classroom at 
Pembroke Elementary, it's hard 
to miss what drives Uiis te«;her. 
In fact, suspended from the 
ceiling are cardboard signs 
proclaiming her beliefs: 
Citizenship, responsibility, 
honesty, respect, self-discipline, 
hard work. 

Because she teaches a wide 
range children, gr«les 1 through 
5 who are emotionally disturb^ 
aad/(»' have learning disabilities, 
LeBoeuf must be attuned to 



each's individual needs. 

She sets the mood for learning 
with a no-nonsense approach to 
discipline. 

"In order for me to teach, they 
have to understand my values. If I 
can't instill these values in my 
classroom, I can't do much 
teaching, especially when you 
have a class like I have. Or any 
class, for that matter," LeBoeuf 
said. "You have to have 
classroom management under 
control, especially with these 
SOLs." 

She looks at the class as a 
"team effort," which includes 
parents. 

"You see parents coming in all 
day. They are on my team. We 
are on a team together," LeBoeuf 
said. 

According to Pembroke 
Principal Cletus Griffin, LeBoeuf 
is a teacher who "develops a 
rapport and respect with her 
students that enables her to 
motivate them to achieve high 
levels of academic and social 
skills." 

It shows. Even at the end of the 
day, when just a handful of 
students remain for an after- 
school program, the youngsters 
are eager to please their teacher. 
When LeBoeuf leaves briefly to 
make photocopies, students who 
have completed their hoirowork 
for the day voluntarily sweep and 



tidy the room. 

They learn the value of hard 
work by her example. Often, 
LeBoeuf doesn't get home to 
husband Edward until after 10 
p.m. She wants to make sure 
there are no loose ends at the end 
of the day and that she's given 
her best effort. 

Colleagues have dubbed her 
"The Energizer Bunny." 

LeBoeuf also believes the way 
to a healthy mind is a healthy 
body — the link is intrinsic. To 
that end she teaches an after- 
school exercise program called 
"Pembrobics," for Beach faculty 
and staff three times a week. 

"You can't talk to Alvenia 
LeBoeuf unless you talk about 
two things — health and fitness," 
she grinned. 

In fact. LeBoeuf is a marathon 
runner, most recently competing 
the Shamrock Marathon at the 
oceanfront in March. A stickler 
for attendance, she doesn't 
participate in races which will 
take her away from school for 
even a day. 

Besides, LeBoeuf added, she'd 
miss "her babies." 

"People say, 'You've been 
teaching 28 years and act like it 
was just yesterday you got 
staled.' I tell them it's because I 
feel good about what I do. You've 
just got to feel good about 
yourself." 
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City coordinates Laslcin Road 
corridor study with VDOT

The Laskin Road corridor, which 
extends from the prestigious busi- 
ness community at Hilltop to the 
beachfront with all gradations of 
residential and business uses in be- 
tween, is in for a facelift. 

The city is planning to cotatli- 
nate its street beautification pro- 
gram with the improvement of the 
road by the Virginia Department of 
Transportation (VDOT). 

VDOT plans call for an expan- 
sion to eight lanes of the area of 
the road in Hilltop beginning at 
First Colonial Road tapering to six 
lanes starting at the Picadilly. 
Restaurant and reaching the six 
lanes at the Linkhom Park Elemen- 
tary School. 

Two alternatives have been pro- 
posed by the Laskin Road Corridor 
Planning Study both based on the 
VDOT plan for removing service 
roads and adding travel and turn 
lanes. 

The proposals were presented at a 
council workshop Tuesday by Tom 
Pauls, planning coordinator in the 
comprehensive planning division 
and Elizabeth Lardner, of the con- 
sulting firm of Lardner/Klein Land- 
scape Architects with Mark Bunris 
of H. W. Lochner, Inc. 

The current study focuses on the 
portion of Laskin Road from First 
Colonial Road to Birdneck Road. 
Other segments of the road will be 
studied in the future. At jMesent 
this segment is a four-lane divkled 
urban arterial. 

The more moderate proposal 
would include closely spaced flow- 
ering trees at intersections; low 
shrubs and ground covers between 
sidewalk/path and curb, groups of 
4-6 deciduous trees along ccwridor 
with broad pacing between groups 
and room for signs, views of build- 
ing and the like, planted medians or 
paving with concrete unit pavers 
and paths. 
Lardner said that the city has the

opportunity to enhance the VDOT 
plan by working with the public 
and private sectors. Also included 
would be pedestrian lights only at 
street intersections and roadside 
lighting with flat lens fixture 
mounted on a pole. Now that 
VDOT allows a rail on the Wdge 
over Linkhom Bay enabling people 
to see the water, also in the plans 
are a cantilevered extension fw 
pedesuians. 

The more aggressive af^noach 
would pull sidewalks away from 
the curb to allow for tree planting 
between the sidewalk and the curb. 
Also pedestrian lights would be 
located throughout the corridor. 
Utility lines would be moved to 
the back edge of the right of way or 
placed underground. The more am- 
bitious programs is the closing of 
some driveways with the property 
owners sharing access with adjacent 
parcels where possible. This would 
require easements and parking lot 
and driveway reconfiguration. 

Access would be provided from 
side streets where possible and 
drives would be aligned with medi- 
an breaks and other drives whenever 
possible. 

The First Colonial and Laskin 
Road intersection, as currently 
drawn by VDOT, provides little ca- 
no public right-of-way for land- 
scape improvements. If any land- 
scape improvements are made here, 
the cooperation of VDOT would be 
required as well as the cooperation 
of the city, the property owners and 
the business operator. Safety con- 
siderations at the intersection of 
Winwood, Cheval and Laskin 
would prohibit most of the inter- 
section from being planted with 
anything over two feet. 

The second community work- 
shop has been scheduled with June 
29 at the W.T. Cooke Elementary 
School — a community open 
house was held on May 18 to con- 
sider the proposals so far. 
A VDOT location and design 



heading for the Laskin Road project 
Phase I is scheduled for the late 
summer or eariy fall. 

Councilwoman Nancy Paiicer 
said she had a hard time s^ing 
pedesuian activity on an eight-lane 
tx)ad. 

Pauls said that the eight lanes are 
being built for the project demand 
to 2015 and beyond 

Pauls said that access has to be 
I»ovided to all properties so that 
any elimination of access points 
(driveways) would have to be done 
on a voluntary basis. 

Mayor Meyera Obemdorfsakl 
that the people in the upscale Lin- 
lear subdivision do not want to 
lose the feeder road which has 
served as a buffer. 

Pauls said that the planners ae 
trying to strike a balance between 
the businesses, the residents aixi 
the resort area. 

Obemdorf also asked whether it 
were definite that eight lanes would 
be built. 

City Engineer John Herzkesaid 
that the city faced the same issue 
on Virginia Beach Boulevard 15 
years ago when the road was ex- 
panded to eight lanes and the use 
has proven the decision correct. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
pointed out. however, that the Vir- 
ginia Beach Boulevard area does not 
have the type of residential devel- 
opment found in Linlear. 

Herzke said that an uncteveloped 
strip of land can be used as a buffer 
for the community. He said that 
some decision will have to be made 
on what to put there — it is now 
zoned single-family residential "But 
we don't think it's a good use." He 
said that the city has the opportuni- 
ty to acquire the property. 

Councilman Linwood Branch m, 
said that he would support that. 
The property is 150 feet wide and 
heavily wooded. 

Herzke said the object is to take 
the results of the corridor study and 
to blend it into VDOT's plans.

■ Establish a community part- 
nership for historic preservation. 

■ Provide design assistance to 
owners who participate in the his- 
toric preservation programs. 

■ Providing a low-interest loan 
program to be made available to 
owners who rehabilitate qualified 
properties. 

Jack Stodghill said that for the 
purposes of the study, the consul- 
tants took a sample of 200 of the 
sites and evaluated 65. He said that 
many of them are in the southern 
part of the city. 

He said that tools are available in 
income tax credits permitted by 
state law but enhanced incentives 
could be achieved by local legisla- 
tion. He said that a combination of 
federal, state and local credits can 
be sufficient to write off almost 
half the cost of preservation. 

Rawls said that ordinances are 
being prepared relating to tax in- 
centives for council's consideration 
in July. 

At present a federal income tax 
credit is provided under the Tax Re- 
form Act of 1976, expanded by the 
Economic Recovery Act of 1971 
and the Tax Reform Act of 1986. 
which permits a tax credit for reha- 
bilitating certain historic buildings 
a 20 percent credit of qualified reha- 
bilitation cost of a certified historic 
structure or a historically- 
significant building located in a 
registered historic district provided 
the end use of the building is for 
income-producing commercial, in- 
dustrial, agricultural or rental- 
residential purposes. 

A 10 percent tax credit is allowed 
for the rehabilitations of non- 
historic buildings constructed be- 
fore 1936 when the end use is for 
non-residential purposes. 

The 20 percent credit applies 
only to buildings on the National 
Register and only 15 of the city's 
inventory are on the National Reg- 
ister.

old at the time of the 1986 legisla-

The Virginia income tax credit 
allows for any individual, trust, es- 
tate or corporation incurring eligi- 
ble expenses inn the rehabilitation 
of a certified historic structure to be 
entitled to a credit against certain 
state taxes including income, cor- 
porate, trusts or estates. It provides 
a tax credit which grew from 10 
percent in 1997 and reaches 25 per- 
cent in 2000. 

However, to earn this tax credit 
an applicant must rehabilitate a cer- 
tified historic structure that is listed 
on the Virginia Landmarks Regis- 
ter or meets the criteria for listing 
on the register and involves a capi- 
tal cost of not less than half the as- 
sessed value of the building the 
year before the building is rehabili- 

Locally, legislation authorizes 
local governments in Virginia to 
provide a partial exemption to real 
estate tax on improvements made 
to eligible historic properties. Re- 
quirements are not as strict as they 
are in federal or state programs 
with most of the criteria estab- 
lished by the local govemment. 

The Virginia Beach Code autho- 
rizes a partial exemption from real 
estate taxes for the rehabilitation of 
buildings for residential use. The 
building has to be at least 75 years 
,^pld, is improved to increase its as- 



sessed value by no less than 40 
percent and the rehabilitation does 
not increase the total square footage 
by more than 15 percent. The ex- 
emption runs for no longer than 
five years — recommendations are 
to increase that number to up to 15 
years. Stodghill said that San An- 
tonio has one of the most generous 
programs. Commercial sUiictures 
receive a 100 percent property tax 
abatement for five years after reha- 
bilitation and then a 50 percent 
abatement for the next five years. 

Stodghill suggested that the city 
start its own historical register 
with the 650 sites and that the 
maximum number of years for ex- 
emption be extended from five to 
15 years. He also recomriKnded 
that most of the credit be offered up 
front in the early years of the 
restoration. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
asked about leaving houses open 
periodically to the public. "If we're 
going to allow exemptions we 
should have some benefit," she 
said. 

Rawls said that this could be 
worked out with the owners md 
most would be interested.

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Palmer named Perseverance Award 
winner for his personal victories 



Julian W. Palmer of Virginia 
Beach has been named a recipient 
of Ihe Perseverance Award by the 
WillRetum Council of Fortis Ben- 
efits Insurance Co. Palmer was se- 
lected because of his determination 
to remain independent after recover- 
ing from surgery to remove a brain 
tumor. 

Palmer is one of three Persever- 
ance Award winners named for the 
first quarter of 1999. 

'I've had my moments, but I feel 
fine," Palmer said, reOecting on the 
events of the past year. "I always 
look to the future." 

The WillRetum Council, which 
selected Palmer to receive the Per- 
severance Award, is an organization 
of Palmer's disability insurer, For- 
tis Benefits Insurance Co., fomied 
to recognize the achievements of 
individuals who overcome adversity 
to return to a productive and satis- 
fying lifestyle. 

Just three and a half months after 
surgery to remove the tumor. 
Palmer, 38, returned on apart-time 
basis to His job at Tescom Corp., 
where he is employed as a CAD 
(computer aided drafting) operator. 
Less than two months later, he was 
back full time. 

"I like to work," he said, adding 



with a laugh, "I guess not too 
many people do." 

Determination to remain as inde- 
pendent as possible is ingrained in 
Palmer, who has coped his entire 
life with effects of slight ceretMxtl 
palsy and hearing impairment. 

"I don't think it's relevant to my 
illness," Palmer said. "It's just a 
part of who 1 am. No more and no 
less." 

Palmer realizes now thai he may 
have ignored early symptoms of 
his brain tumor, attributing 
headaches to a recurring sinus in- 
fection. After an incident in which 
he passed out in his apartment, he 
grew more concerned. 

"I was on the floor and I did not 
know why or how it had 
happened," he said. "I did not know 
I had had a seizure or thai I had in- 
jured myself. I just knew that 
something was wrong and I went 
to the doctor. The tumor was dis- 
covered at that lime." 

He underwent surgery to remove 
it and radiation therapy to retard le- 
growth. The seizures continued, 
however, for a couple of months, 
due to the radiation therapy which 
caused his brain to swell. 

Throughout, Palmer maintained 
the attitude he had when he was re- 



leased from the hospital just five 
, days after his surgery. 

"I was just pretty much deter- 
mined to live," he said. 

Returning to work part-time al- 
lowed for a gradual readjustment to 
the physical demands of a day's 
work and to slowly recall the com- 
puter commands that had once 
come so easily. Although his par- 
ents transported him to work at 
first. Palmer soon arranged a ride 
through a public transportation 
system provided for disabled indi- 
viduals. He's been back behindthe 
wheel himself since Christmas. 

"I am once again totally indepen- 
dent," Palmer said. 

Natalie Avery, vocational reha- 
bilitation specialist in Fortis Bene- 
fits' Kansas City Benefit Center, 
nominated Palmer for the Persever- 
ance Award. 

"Mr. Palmer could have easily 
chosen to stay home, considering 
the seizures and transportation is- 
sues, plus, his neurosurgeon certi- 
fied him as totally disabled," Avery 
said. "Despite this, he knew he 
could return to work and took all 
the necessary steps to achieve his 
goal."
